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‘Abdallah Khan, they kept the Power fo much 
in their own Hands, that he had nothing, 
except the Name of Emperor, which mcede 
him eagerly wifh for an Opportunity of 
making him(elf independant, and revenging 
the Death of his Uncle’s Son, Furrukhsir. 

In Oétober, 1720, Mabhommed Shab, ac- 
companied by Hoffan di Khan, and {everal 
Omras*, fet out from .4gra with a nume- 
rous Army,»sin order to reduce Nizam il 
Muluck, who had grown very powerful in 
Deccan. 

Having marched Nine meafured Cofs the 
Firft Day, the Emperor called a Divan that 
Night, and after a fhort Stay withdrew. As 
foon as he was gone, Mahommed Amin.Khan 
Heydr Kuli Kban§, Matter of the Ordnance, 
Khandoran, and feveral others of the Omras, 
who were moft attached to the Royal Fa-

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mily, drawing their Swords, fell on Hofa 
Ali Khan, and killed him with two or three 
ofhis Friends. Upon this Mabommed Shab 
Jaid afide that Expedition, and returned to- 
wards Debi, in,order to cut off Seyd Ab- 
dallabh Khan, ‘the other Brother, who was 
in that Capital with a great Force ; and who 
hearing of his Brother’s Murder, had taken 
out Sultan Ibralim; Son to Raffcerp al Shan, 
dnd proclaimed him Emperos, Gathering 
together what Treafure he could, and hav- 
ing broketo Pieces the famous Throne, (which 
coit Shab FYeban nine Crores§of Rupees) 
in order to pay his Soldiers, he foon compleat- 
cdan Army of 50,000 Horfe, and marched 
out so engage Mahommed Shab, who had 
encamp’d at Serkad, which is Twelve Cofs 
from Mbetra. 

On the 2d of November, 1720, both Ar- 
mics engaged ; and after an obftinate and 
bloody Battle, Abdzllab Khan’s forces were 
defeated, and hinrfelf defperately wounded 
and taken Prifoner, ;

Upon this Victory the Emperor made 
great Rejoicings, and appointing Mahbommed 

imin Khan Vizir, returned to Debh. 

Abdallah Khan being bieught before fim, 
the Emperorsfaid to him, ‘ Traitor, fee 
‘what thou haft done.” To which he an- 
fwered, ‘ I took you out ofa Prifon, and 
“gave you an Empire. My Brotner beng 
‘mufdered by your Order, as I was at the

‘were he to be punifhed, it would diftraét

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In the Yeaf 1721-2,* the Emperor wrote 
to Nizam al Miluck, then at Deccan, de- 
fwing his Prefence at Court, and that he 
would appoint him “izr ; byt if he declingd 
it, he fhould , noiainate whomfoever he 
fhoulc *. ?-- ‘to be the moft deferving, To 
which he anfwered: ‘* I am a Derves/h, 
*‘and not ambitious of fo high a Station. 
“T was contented with the Provine of 
©© Malva, when the Seyds intending to di- 
“ ftrefs me, I was obliged to tuke Arms, 
“ By the Divine Affiftance I bafHed their 
““ Defigns, and fecured my‘felf. At laft 
“yom Majefty, by their Iftigation, fet out 
 againft me witha mighty Army. Here 
“the Almighty protected me likewife, In 
““the Beginning one of the Brothers was 
«killed; and as you Knew me to be a

As Nizam would not come to Court, 
Mahommed Anin Khan was continued Vizir, 
and after his Death, his Son Awmmir o'din 
Khan * facceeded him in that Office, and 
enjoys it now. 

Nizam continued at Deccan, as Scubghdar 
of Vizapore, Hyderabad, Auringabad, &c. 
and though he acknowledged himfelf a Sub- 
jeGt, yet made no Remittances to Court, but 
appropriated the Revenues to the maintaining 
ofan Army, which he. faid was to keep in aw 
the Maharattas or Ganims, the Sabou Ra- 
jan's Subjects in Deccan; whem notwith- 
ftanditg he permitted to plunder and lay 
watte feveral of the King’s Provinces. eT cs

S the * Emperoy’s Affairs became 
daly in a worfe Situation, and 
that thro’ the Indolence of the 

Vizir, and his being entirely taken up 
with his Diverfions, there was no Prof- 
pect of a Remedy ; His Majefty refolved to 
fend for Nizam al Muluck, who being one 
of Auringzebe’s old Emirs +-, and of great 
Experience, his Prefence might give a new 
Turn to Affairs. Accordingly Orders were 
iffued forth for his Appearance; in Com- 
pliance with which, leaving his Son Ghazt 
o'din Kban to command in Deccan, he came 
to Debli, where he met with a gracious Re- 
ception, was made Abfolute Afent, which

Bukbfer, or Paymafter General, had the Em- 
peror’s Eur fo much, that whatever he rg- 
qucfied was granted, His Majefly on 

tirely roverned in all His A¢tions by_\um. 
As Nizam al Muluck was for fettling Affairs 
upon the fame Footing as they were in Au- 
ringzebe’s Time, and proceeding, in Regard 
te the Adminiftration of Juflige, according 
to Law, and as was done in the Reigns of 
former Emperors; whatever he requefted on 
that Score was denied him, and all his new 
Schemes oppofed and laugh’d at by the Om- 
ras He obferving the Weaknefs of the 
Emperor, and the Diffolutenefs of his Cour- 
ticrs, who employed their Time in the Com- 
pany of loxfe Women and Buftoons, waited 
on Lh, Miefly, and framing an Excufe, told 
him the Affairs of his Province required his 
Picicnce. On his Arrival at Deccan he entered 
ino a Concert wyh Rajah Sabou, and cone

The Mabarattas foon over-run the 
Province of Mafva, killed Gaerdir Babhadr, 
the Governor thereof, and feized all his Trea- 
fure and Effects, After having laid wafte 
and deftroyed-all the Country around, they 
returned to Deccan. As no Notice was 
taken -at Court of thefe Inroads, next Year 
they marched towards Guzerat, where, not- 
withftanding the, Inhabitants agreed to pay 
a quarter Part*, they plundered and diftreffed 
them in a fevere Manner: They alfo ravaved 
the Country round about Gualiar, which 
being near the Capital, the Court was alarm- 
ed, and Khandoran, with Kummir o'din Khan 
and other Omras, fent with a powerful 
Army to chaftife them; but thefe great 
Officers thought Peace the fateft Meafure,

Home. Notwithftanding this Agreement,, 
and the Money being paid, the Mabarattay 
did not {pare thofe Places from being ln 
cd, but even refolved to march as far as Afra 
to reccive the’ Quarter Part for Debi, a‘he 
sforefaid Officers fet out again, and came 
to the City of Agra: A little before their 
Arrival, the Mabharattas had crofied the River 
é/unma, with an Intent to margh into Audih, 
the Province governed by Saadit Khan, who 
having Notice of their Defign, march’d 
again{t them with a {trong Body, and after 
an obftinate I:ngagement, defeated them, 
took two of their principal Ofhcers, and 
killed 5000 of ther Men, With the Re- 
ynains of their Army they marched to 
Feridabad, which is Ten Cofs from Debi. 
Upon which Afandoran and the Vizir, being 
joined by Saadit’ Khan, went in purfuit of 
them: The Maharattas had left that Place 
Three Hours before the Omras Arrival, and 
marched téwards Aa/ka, near Debi ; which 
hing a Place of Worfhip for that Day, the 
greatett Part of the Inhabitants had affemsbled 
there, They robb’d them of all they had, 
but eat their Lives; and knowing the

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City had but few *Forces thtrein, they in-

being informed, he ordered Emir Khan and 


offan Khan, with all the Companies belong- 
ing to the Train of Artillery, to go and op- 
poiwjhem, They accordingly’marched out, 
and after an Engagement of a tew Hours, 
Hoffan Khan was killed, and Emir Iyhan, 
with the reft of his Array, almoft routed, 
and the Mahgrattas on the Point of entering;

on his Majefty ; but the other Omras enter’d 
the City, and paid their Refpeéts tohim. 
The Emperor was again inclined to fer.d 
for Nizam al Muluck, thinking that while he 
continued in’ Deccan he fhould be alwags in 
Fear of (or a€tually difturbed by) thefe Ex- 
curfions of the Maharattas. Mebr Paruir, 
his Grandmother, who had great Intereft with 
Nizam, at his Requeft, wrote him a Let- 
ter, full of Affurances that he fhould have 
the entire Management of Affairs at Court, 
provided he came without Delay. He com- 
plicd with her Requeft, but met with a 
worfe Treatment than formerly. The Om- 
yas not ohly difregarded him, but took all 
Opportunities of affronting him, efpecially 
Khandoran and his Creatures, who when he 
came to pay his Refpects at Court, ufed to 
ridicule him, fayimg to each other, Odjerve 
bow tke Deccan Monkey dances. This Utage 
having wrought him up to the higheft 
Pitch of Refentment, he was refolved to re- 
venge himiclf by diftreffing the Empire, and 
deftroying Aébandorai and his Creatures, He 
impared his Defign to the Vizir, Kummuir 
v'din Khan, imagining he would join with 
him. 
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him. But notwithftanding tHe Alliance be- 
tween them (Nizam’s Son being married to 

the Vizir’s Daughter, and the Vizir’s Son fo 

Nizam’ s Daughter) he could not engage him 
torjoin in any Plot detrimental to the public 
Intuseft ; on the contrary, he ufed his En- 
deavours to diffuade him therefrom, by 
reprefenting to him the Infamy of facrigicing 
his Country ta private Refentment. When 
Nizam perceived he would not come into hfs 
Meafures, he applied himfelf to Saadit Khan, 
the Soubabdar of Audib, who then had a great 
Body of Men, was an Officer of Experience, 
and had lately gaifed his Reputation by his 
Action with the Mabharattas ; and, what was 
full more to the Purpofe, had fince shat 
Time ftood ill-affected towards the Emperor 
and Khdndoran, Having entered into an 
Agreement, it was refolved that Nadir Shab, 
Ruler of Perf, whq then was befieging 
Kandabar, thould be the Inftrument to di- 
ftrefs the Emperor, and cemove Khandoran 
from abiongst them. 


But before I relate the treacherous Corref- 
pondence carried on between Nizam Saadit 
Khan, and Nadir Shah, with the Invitation 


they 
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they gave bim to march towards Hindoftan, 
which was the'principal Motive that encourag-- 
ad him to undertake that Expedition, I fhal 
give a brief Account of the Life and Actiops 
of this Famous Conqueror, who of late bas 
made fomuch’ Noife in the World, whichh& bad 
from a Gentleman who knew him perfonally, 
and was in Perfia during the Time of the 
Great Revolution which happened there ; that is, 
from the Time the Afghans sgvaded Perfia, 
and Mahmud Khan, the Son of Mir Vaez, 
took the Capital thercof Isfahan, making Shah 
Sultan Hofiein Prifoner, with all bis Sons, 
which were Twenty-three, excepting Thamas 
Mirza (afterwards Shah Thamas, who made 
his Efcape during the Stege) until Nadir Shah 
jet cut for Kandahar to reduce to Obedience 
Hoffein Khan, @ Brother of the faid Mahmud 
Khan,

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in which Station he continued till he was a= 
bout thirty two Years of Age, behaving on. 
all Occafions with the greateft Gallantry” 
and Refolution. He was  efteemed arid 
refpected by thgfe whom he chofe to be fa- 
miliar with ;“but others who were nofdo in- 
timate with him, and to whom he behaved 
with Referve, made little Account of him. 
He fo well difguifed his Ambitiqn, that, al- 
tho’ determined to pufh his Fortune to the ut- 
moft,when a proper Opportunity fhould offer, 
he took the greateft Care to fmother what- 
ever might give the leaft Jealoufy or Offence 
to his Superiors, feeming perfectly happy in 
the Station he had obtained, until the Year 
170, when the Ou/beg Tartars, by Surprife, 
entered Khorafan with a Body of 12000 
Horfe, and began to commit Hoftilities, 
The Beglerbeg not having above 4000 Horfe, 
and 2000 Foot in Readinefs to march againft 
them, called a Council of his Officers, and 
told them if an immediate Stop was not put 
to the Progrefs of the Tartars, they would 
lay wafte and plunder the whole Province, 
and, actording to their Cuftom, carry off 
Man,. Woman, and Child, with every 
a hing Ur Value they could lay their Hands 


ons — 
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on; in Confequence of which* he muft lof& 
his Head. The General Officers declared 
the Force his Highnefs could then mufter 
was not near fufficient to encounter the Ene- 
my with any Probability of Succefs, and 
thatthe King would blame him fhould he 
attempt it, and thereby only throw away 
the Lives of fo many brave Men. The 
Beglerbeg perceiving their .timorous Difpofi- 
tion, declared he syguld put himéfelf at the 
Head of what Troops he had, and try his 
Fortune, it being better to run any Hazard 
than fit down tamely, and be idle Spectators, 
while the Zartars ravaged the Country, and 
carried away the Inhabitants to a perpetual 
Slavery. Nadir Kui, who was prefens at 
this Council, (but whofe Station did not en- 
title him to {peak until the Opinion of thofe 
of the fame Rank was afked) got up, and 
defired that he might be'indulged to offer 
fomething on this Occafion: Which being 
granted, he faid, It was then no Time to de- 
liberate ; that the Enemy were advancing to- 
wards tHem, andin a few Days would force 
athe Generals to do, what what at prefent they 
feem’d to have no Inclination to; that he 
could not enough commend the bray’Refolu+ 
L 2 tion. 
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tion of the Prince in offering to go in Pes- 
fon, and give them Battle, tho’, at the fame 
Time, there was no Neceffity for His High- 
nefs to run fo great a Rifque, fince if any 
Accident happened to him the whole Pro- 
vince would be lofi; that it would be.more 
advifable to remain in the City Muj/had to 
take Cate thereof with what Forces he could 
gather from the adjacent Parts, and let the 
firmy fet out immediftely, in order to give 
the Enemy Battle, or to fecure fome Defiles 
and narrow Pafles to prevent the Zartars 
advancing until his Highnefs could fend Suc- 
cours: That for his Part. he aflured him 
he was, by Experience, fo well fatisfied of 
thee Bravery of the Troops they then had, 
that if he would honour him with the Com- 
mand of this Expedition, he was fo well af- 
fured of Succefs, that in Cafe he mifcarried 
he was willing to forfgit hisHead. The Prince 
was fo pleafed wyth an Offer of this Kind, 
that he did not wait for any of the Generals 
Opinions ; ‘but immediately told him, You 
have, in your prefent Station, when Occafion 
offered, ‘given fuch Proofs of your Conduct 
and perme Valour, as leaves me no Room 
to doubs of your future Behaviour; I do 
“3 therefore 
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therefore give you the Title of General, with 
the Command of all the Troops now here, 
and order you to march with them, as foan 
as poflible, againft the Zartars, and either 
give them Battle, or take fuch Meafures as 
may feem to you moft propet, in order to 
put a Check to their Progrefs. Accordingly a 
Commiffion pro tempore was prepared and 
figned for, Nadir Kuk to,command in this 
Expedition as General, and the Prince af- 
fured him, if he fucceeded, he would uf all 
his Intereft at Gourt to get him confirmed. 
Altho’ the Common-Soldiers were well fa- 
tisfied to have Nadir Kuk to command 
them, yet all the General Officers, and moft 
of the Mim Bajfhis, his Seniors, refufed to 
act under him, which the Prince being in- 
formed of, defired they would ftay with him, ~ 
and that others, whom Nadir Kul: appointed, 
fhould act in their Stead. " Accordingly feve- 
ral Officers were promoted in order to fupply 
the Places of thofe who ftaid; and the 
Troops fet out with Nadir Kult at their 
Head,° with the fame Refolution that he did, 
to conquer or die. The Zartar General, who 
lay about four Days Journey from Mu/had, 


hearing the Perfians were in quel/ of them, 
called 
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called together all his Forces, who were out 
a marrauding if different Parts. Nadir, who 
bent his March directly towards him, on his ° 
Arrival, found the Tartar at the Head of 
his Troops ready to give him Battle; upon 
which he drew up his little Army an an 
Eminence, and told them, that half the Tar- 
tars at leaft werea foraging, and left to guard 
the Captives and Plunder; that jhe was af- 
fured they had not above 6 or 7090 Men, tho’ 
they were drawn up loofe in order to make 
the greater Show; and that he fhould not 
doubt of Victory had they been twice as nu- 
merous, from the Experience he often had 
of their Courage on other Occafions, which 
he was affured they would then exert to the 
utmoft, as thereon entirely depended the 
Lives, Liberties, and Eftates of their Coun- 
trymen. The Tartars charged with their 
ufual Fury, which'the Perfans, animated by 
the Example of their young Leader, fuftain- 
ed with all the Intgepidity imaginable. Both 
Parties bein$ brave and equally refolute, a 
bloody and obftinate AGtion enfued, in“’which 
the Victory for a long Time feemed doubt- 
ful: Atlaft Nadr’s Fortune prevailed; for 
having flair the General with his own — 

: C 
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the TYartars were intmediately *put to Flight, 
the Perfans purfuing and flaughtering them 
for feveral Miles. In this Battle upwards f 
6000 Tartars were killed, and of the Re- 
mainder not half returned to their own Coun- 
try, sbeing either killed or takeh Prifoners by 
the Peafants. 

This Victory gained Nadir Kuli immortal 
Honour ; and the Beglerbeg affured him, on 
his Arrival at Mu/bad, that he had wrote fo 
the King to make him General under him, 
that is, Lieutenant General of Kborafan. But 
Shab Sultan Hofein, who was then King of 
Perfia, being a weak and indolent Prince, never 
regarded the Services Nadir had done him, 
but appointed in that very Poft, which he 
ought to have, a young Nobleman who had 
never feen any Action. This Affair was 
managed by the great Intereft the other 
General Officers had ,at Court, who (tho’ 
afraid to undertake it therpfelves) were high- 
ly chagrin’d at Nadir Kuh’s having had the 
Command of the Tartar Expedition : The 
King’s"Weaknefs giving them a fair Opportu- 

ze nity of indulging their Refentment, by pro- 
curing the Difgrace of this pe who 
had no Friends at Court to follig# for him. 
Being 
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Being highly thcenfed at’this Treatment, hé 
waited on the Prince, and told him, he had 
dtpended on his Promife to no Purpofe, for 
inftead of being confirmed in his Poft, he 
was degraded and difgraced for his good 
Services, and “a young Fellow appointed to 
Command the Army, who was only fit to 
be fhut up in a Seraglio with Women ; that 
he obferved, he was a Perfon nearly related to 
his Highnefs, whence he concluded he was 
raifed to that Station by the very Inteteft 
promifed him: The Prince affured him of 
the contrary, and as he had endeavoured to 
ferve him, was highly difpleafed at his dar- 
ing to tax him with a Breach of Promife. 
Nadir, by infifting on what he had faid, 
and dropping fome other unguarded Ex- 
preffions, fo far trefpafled on the Prince’s 
good Nature, that he ordered him to be 
baftinadoed on the Soles of the Feet, till his 
Toe-Nails dropt of, and turned him out of 
the Service. The*Reader muft not be fur- 
prized at this Sort of Punifhment to a Field 
Officer, for it is frequently inflicted on thofe 
in the higheft Stations, if they incur the King’s — 
Difpleafyre, and all the Nobility are liable 
to sa if they difobey the Commands 
of 
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of their Superiors if a Poft fubordinate to 
them. Nadir was now fet adrift, and having 
no Friends at Court, had no Hopes of being 
re-inftated ; this made him turn hs Thoughts 
on retiring to the Place of hjs Nativity, and 
endeawour to recover his paternal Inkicritance, 
On his Arrival there, his Uncle reccived him 
very kindly, and he lived with him and his 
other Relations fome Times; but on his cn- 
deavouring ta recover the Command of thé 
Tribe, by firft infinuating privately, and 
then infifting upon it that it was his Right, 
his Uncle let him know he would not refign 
it, and treated him in a moft contemptuous 
and flighting Manner. His other Relations did 
the fame, which was Ufage Nadir’s High 
Spirit could not bear, notwithftanding the 
State of Poverty he was reduced to, which 
was fo very hard, that he was forced to bor- 
row {mall Matters of ayy that would Icnd 
him, to procure the common Neceflaries of 
Life. This was enough to beget defperate 
Refolutions in a Man who had deferved great 
Things ftom his Prince and Country, for the 
good Services he had done them; inftead of 
which, as I have already obferved, he was 
degraded and punifhed : And when bffied inte 
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the Arms of ‘his Relatrons for Relief, and 
claim’d his Birth-right, found that withheld 
from him by his Uncle; and all thofe who, 
by Ties af Blood, ought to have been his 
Friends, turned, his Enemies, for no other 
Reafon that 4 could ever learn, but that they 
found him a bold enterprifing Man, and 
fuperior to themfelves in Point of Genius 
and every other. Refpect. Nadir, in this 
‘nclancholy Situation, determined to get that 
by Force, which he could not obtain by any 
other Method ; and having affociated with a 
Couple of ftout Fellows of defperate Fortune, 
went upon the Highway, and robb’d a {mall 
Caravan of Three or Four Mules laden with 
Merchandize, and found Means to difpofe 
of them, the Produce of which (fetting afide 
what they wanted for prefent Expences) he 
laid out in Arms and Ammunition, and enlift- 
ed privately in his Gang all the defperate Fel- 
lows he could pick up. He fet out a fecond 
Time with about 20 or 25, and robb’da 
large Caravan of 30 Mules and Camels, laden 
with Merchandize and Provifions, which he 
carried to the Mountains, where Perfons 
caine fecretly to hit with Arms, &c, and 
exchanged them for Goods, much to their 

Advantage. 
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Advantage. In this) Manner “he frequently 
robb’d, traded, and enlifted frefh Men into 
his Gang, moft of whom were Soldiers whé 
had formerly ferwed under him, until he had 
got near 500 {tout Fellowsewell mounted, 
with which Force he kept the Country in 
aw, and laid them under a Contribution, 
which they would not comply with, till he 
had firft threatned, and afterwards performed 
his Refolution of carrying away their Cattle, 
and plundering and burning their Houtfes. 
But it will be proper here to take ’ Notice, 
that he could not have reigned long in this 
Manner, but would have been purfued and 
overpowered by the King’s Forces, if the 
Empire had not been involved in War. The 
Afghans, under Mir Vaez’s Son, had taken 
Isfahan, and reduced the South-Eaft Parts of 
Perfia to their Obedience, the Zurks had 
entered the Weftern Parte, and taken moft of 
them; and the Mu/covitesehad taken Pof- 
feflion of Gzlan (the anciefit Hyrgania) and 
other Places bordering on the Cajpran Sea, 
fo that “Shab Thamas having but two or 
Aifee Provinces left, which were furrounded 
by Enemies on all Sides, he could not {pare 
any Forces to reduce Nadir ili the 
M 2 ; Country 
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Country Peopie were afraid to attack him, 
fo that he lived on them, and exacted what 
ke thought proper for the Support of himfelf 
and his Followers, At this Time, one 
Sef o'din Beg, a General in Shab Thamas’s 
Army, and Chief ofa great Tribe, called the 
Bayots, having offended the King, his Per/ian 
Majefty was “seine to take away his 
Life, which Sef @dia Beg being privately 3 in- 
formed of, he filed from the Camp in the 
Night with 1500 of his own Men, and not 
kanwing where to take Sanctuary, he went 
to Nadir kul, and joined him. By this Ad- 
dition to his Force, he had now got upwards 
of 2000 Men, and was become very formida- 
blq and expenfive to the Neighbourhood. 
Nodir’s Uncle began to dread the Strength of 
his Nephew, who not being above 100 Miles 
off, might come and attack him whenever 
he pleafed : He thercfure wrote him a Letter, 
wherein he aflared him, he was of Opinion, 
that if he would bine: and go into the 
King’s Service, his Maizty would granta 
Pardon to ii and all his Peoples. “Nadir 
fecmed very well pleafed with this Propofe!. 
and wrote his Uncle, that ifhe could procure 
fie Pargon he mentioned, he fhould be glad 
ta 
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$0 accept of it. Actordingly Bis Uncle fent a 
Petition to Shab Thamas, in behalf of his 
Nephew. His Majefty at firft feemed not if- 
clined to pardon a Man who had been guilty 
of fuch notorious Crimes ; but being told the 
Zl Treatment he had formerly met with, 
forced him to take fuch Meafures in order to 
fupport himfelf, that he was a gallant Officer, 
and that hjs Troops might-be of great Service 
to his Majefky, who was in want of fuch Mef, 
the King comply’d, and fent a free Pardon 
figned to his Uncle, which he immediately 
forwarded to Nadir Kuli, who, upon the 
Receipt thereof,, fet out with Sefo'din Beg, 
and 1co chofen Men for Ca/ot. On his Arrival 
there, his Uncle received him very kitdly. 
Next Day he made a grand Entertainment 
for him and his Followers, which he intend- 
ed to have continued for three Days, far from 
apprehending any Treachery from his Ne- 
phew, who now meditated Revenge for the 
Injury done him in withholding his Right, and 
flighting him when reduced to the ‘greateft 
Negeffity. He had concerted with his Fol- 

ers how to put it in Execution ‘before he 
left the Mountains, aud had ordered sco 
more of his Men to {et out the net Day af- 
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ter him, and t6 lay concealed near the Cattle 
of Calot (which they might eafily do, it be- 
ig a mountainous Place.) Accordingly hav- 
ing that very Night made proper Preparations, 
about two in the, Morning, at a Signal given, 
thofe within” fell on the Sentries, llled 
fome, and feized the reft, whilft Nadir Kuli 
went, to his Uncle’s Chamber, whom having 
killed, he took the Keys of the Caftle, and 
opened the Gates, in order to lef in the 500 
Men, who were ready at his Signal. His 
Uncle’s Men, who were about 160, befides 
the Sentries, had taken the Alarm; but Nadir’s 
People having fecured the Doors ofthe Barracks 
where they lay, they could make no Refift- 
ance, fo that they furrendered ; and, being dif- 
arm’d, were fet at Liberty the next Morning : 
there wasnot much Blood fhed on this Occafion, 
not above fifteen or twenty being killed in all. 
Nadir immediately djfpatched Meffengers to 
thote remaining in ‘the Mountains, who came 
to him in a few Days. This happened a= 
bout the Year 1726-7, upwards of fix Years 
after he had been turned out of the “Rene” s 
Service in “Mu/had, as before-mentioned, “~~ 
Nadir, by this Action, not at all to his 
Credit, Mad gratihed his Revenge on his 
Uncle, 
\ 
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Uncle, and had allshis Relatipns (who lived 
moftly in the Town, and the adjacent Vil- 
Jages near Calot) in his Power ; but he fhew- 
ed no Refentment to any of them: On the 
contrary, he treated them with Civility and 
Refpe&t ; feveral of them entered voluntari- 
ly into his Service, and are now with him 
in great Pofts. He continued in this Place 
for fome Months ruling in an abfolute Man- 
ner, and raifing Contributions, for fifty Milgs 
round, to what Amount he pleafed. Shah 
Thamas was fully apprized of all that Nadir 
had done, and was highly difpleafed at the ill 
Ufe he made of the Pardon fent him, 
which was to deftroy his Uncle, and get Pof- 
feffion of a ftrong Place, whence nothing but 
a great Force could diflodge him; but as his 
Affairs were in a declining Condition, every 
Day feeming to threaten his Ruin more and 
more, being hemm’d in by the Turks on one 
Side, and the 4fghans on the other, he judg- 
ed it better to make ufe éf the Rebel Na- 
dir’s Affiftance, than to weaken his own 


Forcg,by attempting to deftroy him, He 
hon let him know, if he would fubmit 
and come to him, he fhould be gracioufly 
received, and admitted into the Service as a 
° Min 
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Mim Bafhi, aad that Sef o’din Bee thould 
likewife be partioned, and entertained in the 
feme Station, Nad accepted this Offer, and 
having left one of his own, Officers, with 
500 of his Men, to command the Caftle, he 
fet out with‘ the reft, and waited on, the 
King, who at firft rebuked him for what he 
had done, but told him and his People, that 
he had forgiven them, and did not, doubt but 
their future Behaviour would make Amends 
for their paft Offences. Nadir excufed him- 
{clf as well as he could, by telling the King 
the ill Treatment he had met with from the 
Prince of Khora/an, in being turned out of 
the Service at a Time when he ought to have 
beer rewarded for his fuccefsful Expedition 
againft the Zartars; and that the injurious 
Ufage he received from his Uncle and Rela- 
tions had forced him into the Meafures he had 
taken to fupport himfelf; but as his Majefty 
had now generoufly pardoned him, he fhould 
endeavour to render him{clf deferving of the 
Cleinency which had been fhewn him, 

As he had now frequent Occafions, =e fig- 
nalized himfelf by his Courage and Condy. 
and was the Adiniration of the King and the 
whole Atay. The Iurks (who before No- 

dir 
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dir Kuli’s coming into Shab Thauas’s Army, 
were always victorious, and feem’d deter- 
mined to extirpate the Perfian Race, arfd 
divide the Empire between the Afghans and 
themfelves, with whom they had made 
Peace, and entered into an Avance) were 
now frequently repulfed with Lofs, tho’ their 
Numbers were vaftly fuperior to the Per/sans ; 
and in all thofe Actions and Skirmifhes, Na- 
dir, tho’ hediad but an infcrior Command, 
yet he fhared the moft Honour ; till at length 
the King made him a Lieutenant-General, 
having removed two of his principal Officers 
to make Way fos him. As Nadir had, by 
his Station, frequent Opportunities of wait- 
ing on the King, he foon infinuated himifelf 
into his Favour. He had but one Rival to 
deal with, who was of any Confequence, 
namely, Fatteb allab Khan Kajar, with 
whom, in Appearance, he kept a ftrict 
Friendfhip ; but the very Moment the King 
(being fet on by his Creaturés) had called that 
General, to an Account for his Management, 
in Befard to the Army, Nadir Kuli aflured 
Fis Majefty he had been a long Time fenfi- 
ble of the Abufes committed, and unlefs there 
was 2 Reformation in the Manner, of paying

atid difciplining the Army, rhe Troops would 
defert ; that they already began to murmur 
at not receiving their Pay regularly, and com- 
plained of the exorbitant Deductions made out 
‘of it for’Cloaths, &c. The’ King, on hear- 
ing this, wag highly incenfed againft the Ge- 
‘nerdl, and declared, if what was alledged a= 
gainft him was true, he ‘would order his 
Head to be cut off. “He having nothing to 
fay in his own Juftification, bult pleading it 
as a ‘Cuftom, and what his Predeteffors had al- 
ways done, His Majefty ordered him to be 
executed on the Spot, and appointed Nadir 
Kuli General, who readily accepted of it, 
without the Formality of ‘defiring to be ex- 
cufed on Account of his Inability to acquit 
himéelf as he ought in fuch a ‘Poft. This 
was in the Year 1727-8, and not above onc 
Year fince*he was pardoned, and taken intc 
the King’s Service. Nadir having obtainec 
that high Station, began to difplay Talents 
vaftly fuperior to ‘what he had difcovered hi- 
therto, and the King had fo great a Depen- 
dance 'on his Management, that he feldom 
or never-interfered in any Thing > ee 
the Military. Nadir, being fenfible of the 
Truft — in him, was refolved to im- 

prove 
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prove it to his own Advantage, by removing 
thofe in the Army whom he had_Reafon to 
believe were not attached to, him, and. put- 
ting in thofe who, were. He gain’d the Af- 
fection of the Common-Soldier, by paying 
them’ with his own Hand the Moment he 
received the Money, and letting them have. 
Cloaths at the firft Coft. Finding himelf 
in this happy Situation, he with’d for no, 
thing more than Actign, but his Forces (be- 
ing no more than 1g or 20000) were not 
fufficient to act offenfively againft the Turks : 
However, he annoyed them fo much by 
Means of flying Parties, that they were glad 
to fit ftill in their Quarters ; they fent to ac- 
quaint Shab-Thamas, that if he would relin- 
quifh to them the Right of thof¢ Places, they 
had already in Poffeffion, they would make. 
Peace with him, and leave him to recover 
the reft of his Dominions from the Afghans, 
Shab Thamgs \et them know he would con- 
fider of it, and defired ‘a Truce till he 
could .get an Anfwer from the Grand 
Sigpil to fome Propofals he had fo make 
him ; to which the Yurks agreed, promifing 
to commit no Hotftilities until they received 
Orders from the Port, and fo ther Confines 

A were 
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were fixed te Hamada& on one Side, and 
Tabriz and Avdebil onthe other. Shab Tha- 
mas fent a Meflenger to Conflantinople with 
Offers of an Accommodation, but on Terms 
which he knew would not ‘be granted; he 
gave private @rders to the faid Meffencer to 
pretend, Sicknefs on the Road, and to delay 
his getting thither as foon as poffible, fo as 
not to give the Turks any Caufe of Sufpicion. 
Shab Thamas’s Defign was only to gain Time 
that he might go and¢dubdue Meluck Mahmud, 
Governor of Muj/had, who had rebelled dur- 
ing the late Revolution, and fet up as King. 
Having, thro’ the Bravery of his General 
Nadir, taken the furd Goveinor Piifoner, and 
feiged his Effects, he fet out with 12000 
Horfe to chaftife the Abdollecs, a Tribe of 4f- 
ghans, who had taken Poffefiion of Herat in 
Shab Sultan Hoffein’s Time, and were now 
preparing a ¢grand'Army to invade Khora/an, 
and lay Seige to Mufhad. "The Abdollee Af- 
ghans met him about three Days Journey from 
Herat,’ wit an Army of near 30c09 Horfe, 
As they were reckoned better Soldié.- than 
the Kand:kar Afghans, who had taken By: 
fun, the King feem’d to dread the Event of 
the Batde ; but Nadir, whofe Courage was 
‘ invincible, 
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invincible, affured Yhe King He did not doubt 
ofSuccefs; that Victory depended more on 
Refolution and Conduct than on Numbéefs, 
ang that he was fatisfy’d his Majefty’s Troops 
had both. Having drawn eup his Army in 
order of Battle, he harangued them in the 
fame Manner, telling them withal, that the 
Lofs of that Battle would be the Ruin of 
Perfia, amd that they and their Generations 
would be made Slaves for ever, if they did 
not conquer that Day; after which a gene- 
ral Shout was given. The bdollee Afghans, 
who were drawn up atfome Diftance, hear- 
ing their Shout, seturned it, and advanced with 
ereat Fury to charge the Per/ans. Nadir 
kept his Men clofe, and being pofted upon a 
rifing Ground, he played upon them with - 
{ome {mall Field-pteces, which did great Ex- 
ecution, not fuffering any of his People to 
difcharge their Small-Arms until the Enemy 
was within thirty or forty Yards, when they 
made a general Fire, which mage fuch Ha- 
vock among the Abdollees, that they were 
obliged to retire, and give the Perfans Time 
to load again, In fhort, after feveral defpe- 
rate Attacks, which the Perfans fuftained 
with an uncommon Valour, a general En- 

f gagement 
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gagement enfued in which Nadir behaved 


with a moft furprifing Conduét ; for, tho’ 
his Perfonal Bravery naturally carried him 
tao far, his Vigilance was fuch, that he always 
fent timely Affwtance wherever it was re- 
quired; at laft, the .4bdblices were entirely 
routed, 5000 were taken Prifoners, and near 
150@0 killed and wounded. The Lofs on 
the Perfans Side atnounted to no*more than 
1500. After this he marched te [Zerat, and 
befieged it for fome Months, until the Enemy 
fubmitted, and had agreed to pay down a 
certain Sum, and Pive an annual Tribute 
on Condition they might have a Governor 
appointed by the King out of their own” 
Tritt ; which being granted, they {wore 
Obedience to Shab Fhamas, by whom they 
were to be treated in future. as natural Sub- 
jects. The King, . who was in the Army, 
but did not command, fet out for Mujhad: 
Nadir Kult, having Orders to follow him as 
foon as poffible, ‘arrived there in Anguf; 
i729. About this Time the King received 
News that Ajhruff; the Afghan (who fucvud- 
ed Mabmud, the Son of Mir Vaez, and was 
then in Poffeffion of Jsfaban) was preparing 
to come and attack him with a powerfut 
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Army. The faid M/bruff, hearing of Nadir 
Kul’s Succefs, thought it dangerous to give 
fuch a Man Time to augment his Forces; 
he therefore determined to crufh him in the 
Beginning : For which Purpofe, having com- 
pleated an Army of 30000 Mtn, he fet out 
from Isfahan in September, 1729, and march’d 
towards Kborafan. This News alarmed Shab 
Thamas, and likewife his General Nadir ; but 
his Troops, being fluth’d with their late 
Victory, feem’d eager to be led againft the 
Enemy. He was glad to find thein in this 
Difpofition, efpecially as he had but little 
Hopes of raifing any great Number of Re- 
cruits, few People caring to enlift, as they 
knew they were immediately to enter wpon 
a defperate Action ; however, he augmented 
his Army to near 16000 Men exclufive of 
the Troops left in Garrifon: Having fet out 
from Mufbad, by flow Marches he came to 
a Place called Damgoom where, pofting him- 
felf advantageoufly, he waited the Enemy’: 
Arrival. When Ajbruff came there, finding 
NadigeKult fo well fituated, he was unwill. 
irs to attack him, but was overtruled in 
Opinion by his Officers: They told him, 
that by his declining to come to Action, the

Enemy would obtain 2 cheap Victory ; as 
the Country People (on hearing the Afghans 
were afraid to encounter the Perfians) would 
rebel, and ftop all Provifions from coming 
tothe Army. 4/Sruff then propofed to march 
directly to Mujfhad without attacked Nadir 
Kuli ; which being rejected, the Signal was 
given for Battle, The Event convinced the 
Afghan Officers of their Error ;,for attack- 
ig them at that Difadvantage gave the Per- 
fans a compleat Victory. ’Tis true it coft 
them dear, having loft above 4000 Men, 
The Lofs fuftained by the 4/ehans was about 
12000, among whom were fome of their 
beft Officers, 

After this Defeat A/hruff retired towards 
Isfaban, having {carcely a third Part of the 
Troops he fet out with, a great Number of 
his Men (efpecially the Perfans he had taken 
into his Service) having deterted after the 
Battle. ; 

Shab Thamas, ‘who was prefent in this 
Action, and an Eye-witnefs to the Condu@ 
and Valour of his General, told him he «had 
nothing to prefent him, worthy his Accept= 
ance, but his own Name, and ordered that, 
for the future, he fhould be called Thamas 

Kuk 
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Kuk * with the ition of Khaz, which 
fignifies Lord. : 

Thamas Kul Khan, (for fo we fhall cal 
him until he is ele€ted King) having refrefh- 
ed his Troops at Damgaun, marched towards 
Lfabgu. The Afghans, on lf Approach, 
quitted feveral of their Garrifons, and fled 
towards the Capital, and in fome Places the 
Perfians cug them off, deglaring openly for 
Shab Thamas, and ding to Kul Khan whae 
Supplies of Men and Money they could fur- 
nifh ; fo that, by the Time he arrived at 
Cafban, which is four Days Jouiney from Js- 
Jahan, his Army confifted of 40000 Horfe 
and Foot. The Afghans laid in great Stores 
of Provifions, and feemed determined to @e- 
fend theméelves to the laft Extremity; but 
their Leader Afhruff chofe to try the Event 
of another Battle before he fuffered himfelf to 
be befieged. Having brought together all 
the Forces he could mutter, which amount- 
ed to no more than 30000, confifling of 4f- 
ghans, Darguzzis, Hazarris, Pé&fians, &c, 


*/Thamas Kuli, fignifies Thamas's Slave. The great- 


eft Honour a Perfian King can confer on any Subject, 
is giving him Liberty to wake ufe of his own Name, 


altho’ it is only to fignify, he is his Slave.

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he marched cut to a Hace called Mourcha 
Klor, which is about thirty Engh/b Miles 
fyom the City, and encamped there, waiting 
Kbult Kban’s Arrival, which not being fo foon 
as he expected, he had fufficient Time to 
exercife his Cruelty on the Perfans in and 
about Jsfaban: At firft, he ordered all the 
principal Men to be cut off, and afterwards 
all they could find in the Streets; fo that, 
for the Space of twenty Mays, there was not 
a Perfian to be feen abrdad, none appearing 
but Women, who came out to buy the com- 
mon Neceffaries of Life. At laft, Kul Khan 
ariived at Mourcha Khor, where, engaging the 
Afghans, he obtained a compleat Victory. 
Afferuff, having loft 7ooo Men, retired to 
Isfahan, where, calling a Council, it was 
1efolved, that all the Inhabitants fhould 
be flaughtered, and the Palace and other 
Houfs fet on Fé; which being done, they 
were to march off with all the Lff-@s they 
could carry with them. Juft as they were 
on the Poirft of executing this barbarous Re- 
folution, thofe whom /hriff had apnoint- 
ed to watch the Motions of Ku/i Khan, fen to 
acquaint him, that the Per/zan Army was in 
full Maich towaids the City. Upon which, 

\ Afbruff 
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Afbruff ordered his Men to come to the Pa- 
Jace and load their Beafts with Money (of 
which there was a great Quantity) and then 
follow him, as they could only fave them- 
felves by Flight. This Ordgr was executed 
withe fo sae Difpatch, that ERfore two o’ 
Clock in the Afternoon there was fcarce an 
Afghan to be feen in the City. The Per- 
fians, whore before lay concealed, came out, 
and began te plunder all Houfes without Dt 
{tinction ; even the’ Peafants from the Out- 
parts flocked in in great Numbers to have 
their Share of the Booty; but on the Arrival 
of 1500 of Thayas Kul Kban’s Troops, all 
the Rabble difappeared, and the Officers took 
Poffeffion of the Palace, and placed Guards 
at the City Gates. The next Day being 

November, 1730, he entered L/aban 
with his whole Army, and continued there, 
cloathing his Men, and dividing among them 
the Plunder recovered from the Inhabitants, 
It was a Matter of Surprise to moft People 
that he did not purfue the Afghans ; but in 
a few”Days afterwards it appeared he had 
fome private Reafons for it: For,’ on Shab 
Thamas’s Arrival (which was three Weeks af- 


terwards) he declared that unlefs his Majefty 
O 2 ‘ would 
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would give him the Power of levying Mo- 
ney in all Parts for the Payment of the Ar 
my, he would decline the Command there: 
of, and return to his own Country, being 
well affured that the Perfons who fhould 
be ordered fo fupply him would be sregli« 
gent, and by that Means fruftrate all his De» 
figns. The King was averfe to this Pro- 
pofal, and had Thoughts of removing him, 
but could fix on no other who was fit to 
{upply his Place; having founded fome of 
the principal Officers, he found them of 
Opinion, that it was better to comply with 
Kuli Khan's Humour for the prefent, and 
{hew a proper Refentment of his Infolence 
when there was lefs Occafion for his Service ; 
adding, that the Soldiers, at this Juncture, 
would be unwilling to ferve under any other 
General. At faft, His Majefty confented 
but with the greateft Reluctancy: For, in 
giving that Power, he (in Effect) parted with 
his Crown, He did not even ftop here, but 
heaped more Honours upon him, appointing 
him Generaliffimo and Beglrbeg of Kborafan, 
and giving him his Aunt in Marriage. Af- 
ter obtaining thefe Favours he feemed per- 
fe&tly zealous for his Mafter’s Service ; and, 


In 
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in order to convince the World of his Sin- 
éerity, would fet out with arf Army in the 
Middle of Winter againft the Afghans, whe, 
finding the Pezfians did not purfue them, 
when they quitted IJsfaben, had taken up 
theireWinter Quarters at Shirdk, and plin- 
dered and ravaged that Part of the Cowntry 
in a barbarous Matmer, 

Kuli Ken, thre” the Severity of the ‘Sea- 
fon, had lo@ upwards of 3000 Men; buf, 
as his March was to the Southoard. the 
Weather grew daily more favourable. Hav- 
ing arrived near Sbiraz, Afbruff at his 4f- 
ghans marched qut with a Refolution once 
more to try their Fortune in Battle; they 
fought defperately for fome Hours, bue at 
laft were put to Flight, having left a great 
Part of their Treafure and moft of their 
Women and Children behind them. A 
ftrong Detachment of the Perfiaus were fent 
in Purfuit of them, whe made feveral of 
them Prifonets, ‘ 

Afbruff, with about 1500 of his Men, 
marchéd direCtly towards Kandahar. In the 
Way mot of them deferted him, having on- 
ly 100 when he was furpria’d and fet upon 
by a Body of the Balluches; with thefe few 

he 
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he made a defarate and brave Defence, but 
being greatly ‘overpowered, he and moft of 
Ifis Party were cut to Pieces. 

Thamas Kul: Khan, having ftaid about a 
Month in Shiraz, fet out for Hamadan, in 
order to recover it, with other Places?for- 
merly belonging to the Perfans, which the 
Turks had feized during the late Troubles. 
On his Arrival there, Abdallab Bafha came 
againft him with all his Forces,ewho, being 
worfted, fled towards Carmanfhab: Thamas 
Kuli purfued him thither, and defeated him 
a fecond Time. Having ftaid a few Days at 
Carmanfhab, and fixed a Garrifon there, he 
fet out for Tabriz. As foon as he recovered 
and Yecured that important Place, he detached 
a {trong Party to Ardedil, which the Enemy 
had quitted on their Approach. The Turks, 
being thus unfuccefsful, demanded a Truce ; 
which Thamas Kult granted the more readily, 
as the Abdollees at Herat rebelled a fecond 
Time, and, had 4 powerful Army in the 
Field. . 
Having fecured, and left fufficient Garri- 
fons in thote Places he had lately recovered, 
he fet out for Herat. After defeating the 


Abdollees Army, he laid Siege to the City, 
\ which 
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which being a Place of great Strength, held 
out until Famine obliged them to furrender. 
He put the Governor and all the principel 
Men to Death, and having peopled the Place 
with Per/fians, and left a Garrifon of his own 
Men fherein, he marched to  Mofhad. 

During this Time, Shah Thamas, who was 
at Isfaban, finding the Turks were fend- 
ing Forces from Conflantingpl and other Parts 
towards the Frontiers of Perfia, he raifed an 
Army of 20000 Men, and fet out for Ta- 
briz, where, joining the Troops left there by 
Thamas Kult, he marched to Erivan, and 
defeating a Body of Turks, befieged the Caftle, 
but not being able to fupply his Army with 
Provifions there, he returned to Tabriz, and 
from thence intended to advance towards 
Carmanfhab, but was prevented by Abmed 
Bafha, who, coming againft him with a fu- 
perior Army, entirely defeated him. A few 
Days after this Battle, the Bafba {ent him 
Word, he was impowered by the Grand 
Signior to conclude a Peace with ‘him. The 
King came readily into the Bafba’s Propofals, 
which were, that each Party fhould remain 
in Poffeffion of what they had then got. 

When 


Jo4 The Hisrpae of 
When Thawas Kuli was informed of 


this Peace he was greatly enraged, and 
wrote ta the King and feveral of the Nobility, 
acquainting them, he would foon wait on His 
Majefty, and convince him of the Neeeffity 
there was tv’ break this {candalous Reace. 
Accordingly he fet out with all Speed from 
Mujhad, and in Auguf, 1732. arrived at Is 
faban with his whole Army, whigh amounte 
ed to upwards of 60000, all choice Troops, 
He waited on the King, and told him, He 
ought firft to make an Example of thofe 
who advifed him to fuch difhonourable Mea- 
{ures, and then carry on the War with Vie 
gour againft the Enemy. The King feem- 
ing auwilling to break the Peace he had con- 
cluded with the Yurks, Thamas Kuli Khan 
told fin, he had good Reafon to believe moft 
ef the Courtiers were his Enemies, and had 
been endcayouning to prevail with His Ma- 
jefty to take away | his Life. The King af- 
fured him his Informations -were aot true, 
Upon which Kul: Khan prefernted the King 
with a Bundle of Letters, telling him, thefe 
woull convince his Majefty, that he had jut 
Ground for his Apprehenfions. After which 


he took his Leave. 
: Thefe 
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Thefe Letters had been wrote to him pri- 
wately by feveral of the Nobility at Court ; in 
which they informed again{t each other, and 
acquainted him, with their Defigns againft 
him, They alfo let him know what had 
paffed in feveral Converfations with the King; 
at the fame Time reflecting on his Majefty’s 
Incapacity, and affuring Kuli Khan how 
much theyehad his Intereft.at Heart. 

The King,was aftonifhed when he perufed 
thefe Letters, and finding the Treafon too ge- 
neral to be taken any notice of, unlefs he re- 
folved tocut off the greateft Part of the No- 
bility, he deftroygd the Letters, being deter- 
mined to wait for a more convenient Oppor- 
tunity of refenting their Villany. ° 

Thamas Kuk Khan, who with his Army 
lay encamped without the City, waited to 
know what Effect thefe Letters would have 
on the King ; but finding he took no Notice 
of them, he confulted with the Chiefs of his 
Army, and acquainted them with the Steps 
he had taken. They agreed with him in O- 
pinion, that the King’s Intention was to de- 
ftroy him and his Friends, and difband the 
Army; and that the late fhamcful Peace 
woncluded with the Jurks was chiefly with a 

P View 
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View of having more Léfare and Opportu~ 
nity to accomplifh his Defigns. Kuli Khan 
told them, the only Expedient to fave them 
ahd himfelf, would be to depofe the King, 
and fet up his Son in his Scead; by which 
Means they thould have a fair Pretence of 
making a Rupture with the Ottoman Porte : 
His Officers came readily into this Scheme, 
which was executed in the following manner, 
Kuli Khan invited the King to 4 Review of 
the Army; he accordingly wént, and was 
exceedingly delighted with the fine Appear- 
ance they made, and the Performance of 
their Exercife, the Merit of which he pub- 
lickly attributed to the General. As the King 
was riding thro’ the Ranks, fome of the Un- 
def-oflicers and Soldiers faid aloud, ‘* If your 
“* Majefty has any Commands, we are ready 
“‘ to execute them.” This at firft furprized 
Kuli Khan, but qn recovering himfelf, he, 
with his ufual Prefance of Mind, addreffed 
the King, defirizg him to tell them they 
were to obey their General Thamas Kul; 
ixLan, to whom he had given the fole Com- 
mand of the Army; which his Majefty 
complied with, and then went to a Banquet 


which had fe prepared for him in the Ge- 
neral’s 
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neral’s Tent. The King havirg indulged too 
freely in drinking Wine, (which ’tis fuppofed 
was mixed with fome introxicating Drug) he 
fell afleep on his Sofa. The General ordered 
his own People to carry hiig toa Seraglio in 
the Garden of Hazar ‘ferib. His Majefty’s 
Servants who were then in Waiting, feeming 
to difpute Kuli Khan’s Orders, by telling him, 
they wouldtake Care of the King, were com- 
manded to withdraw at their Peril ; upof 
which they endeavoured to make their 
Efcape, but were feized by the Guards, and 
confined. 

After Kuk Khan had fecured the King, 
and placed Guards over him, he returned to 
his Tent, where moft of the General Officérs, 
who had been prefent at this Scene, were at- 
tending. He afked them, what was to be 
done further with the King? They replied, 
Wothing more than what is already done: 
But he foon per{waded thegn it would be ne- 
ceflary to keep him confinetl in fome remote 
Part of the Empire: and accordingly three 
Days afterwards he was fent to Mazandran, 
attended by a Guard of 60co Men; among 
whom were very few Perfian Troops, being 

P2 chiefly 
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chiefly Afghans, and othérs of the Sunnz Re+ 
ligion. 

» After feizing the King, he fent a ftrong 
Detachment to the City, to take Poffeffion 
of the Palace, and place Guards at the City 
Gates, and m foie of the principal Streets, 
Early next Morning he was proclaimed by 
Beat of Drum, that no Perfons, on Pain of 
Death, fhould ftir out of their Houfes: At 
Noon finding every Thing was quict and eafy, 
a fecond Proclamation was made, ordering 
all People to carry on their Bufinefs and fe+ 
veral Occupations, and go abroad, as ufual. 

The Perfans made fecretly great Lamen- 
tations, imagining their King was killed; but 
beizg informed he was alive, they flattered 
themfelves with Hopes that the Army would 
rife in his Defence. 

Next Day after the King was fent away, 
Kuh Khan went to the Palace in great Pomp, 
attended Ly all the Officers both Civil and 
Military. He ordered the King’s Son to be 
brought out of the Seraglio, who being then 
in his Cradle, was placed on the Throne ; the 
Royal Diadem was put at the Head, and the 
Swaid and Target fixed to the Side thereof ; 

after 
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after which, with the proper Ceremony, he 
was declared King, by the Name of Shab 
Abafs the Third. Kul Khan ‘firft {wore Fi- 
delity to him on the Koran, and the reft fol- 
lowed his Exarfiple. 

This Mock Ceremony beihgeqver, he con- 
tinued in the Palace until he had appointed 
proper Officers in the City, and removed 
thofe Governors of diftant Province whom 
he did not care to confide in: Afterwards be 
fet out with his Forces againft the Turks, and 
meeting Ahmed Bafha at the Head of a nu, 
merous Army, within a few Days Journey 
of Baghdad, he entirely defeated him, and 
marched toward$ the City, which he laid 
clofe Siege to. ‘The Garrifon being very nu- 
merous, defended it a long Time, but a ter- 
rible Famine raging amongft them, they were 
on the Point of furrendcring, when TopaJ 
Othinan, Bafba Serafkier and feveral other 
Bafbas came with an Afmy, which, including 
Servants, &c. was upwards of 200000 Men. 
Having advanced near Baghdad, they obliged 
Thamas Kul: Khan to air the Siege, and give 
‘em Battle. The Perfian Army, wadich then 
confifted of 120000 Men, charged fo furioufly, 


and feconded their Attacks with fo much Vi- 
gour, 
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gour, that the Turks were on the Point 
of giving Way, when Kui Khan's Horfe was 
fhot under him. Having fought fome Time 
on Foot, before he could get re-mounted, 
his Standard-bearer concluded he was killed, 
and rode off with the Colours, This alarm’d 
the whole Army, who inftantly faced about 
and fled: Kul: Khan endeavoured to rally 
them, but to no Purpofe; the Furks pur- 
{uing with great Fury, made a terrible 
Slaughter of them: The Perfans loft in this 
Action upwards of 60000 Men, and the 
Turks nigh as many. 

This Defeat would have difcouraged any 
but Kul: Khan, who had a Soul fuperior to 
all Misfortunes, He ftopped at Hamadan, 
where ina few Days moft of the Troops who 
were difperfed joined him, He told them he 
had certain Intelligence the Turks had given 
over Purfuit, and had divided their vaft Ar- 
my into leffer Parties, for the Convenience of 
foraging and getting Provifions, of which they 
were in great Want: He was determin’d 
to go and attack ’em one Party after another, 
and either conquer or die, fince after what 
had been already done they could expect no 
Mercy from their Country, to which they 

muift 
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muit never retutn but in Tetumph: And 
fhould they give the Turks any Time to 
refrefh and unite their Troops, they would 
certainly be an Over-match for them, His 
Officers being entirely of the fame Opinion, 
he marched back with great Expedition, and 
fell upon the firft Party of the Zurks, who, 

imagining him to be at a great Diftance, 

were not prepared to receive him. Having 
fucceffively beat three confiderable Bodies &f 
them, he at laft encountered Topal Othman: 
Bafha, at the Head of 60,000 Men, who 
being fhot in the Beginning of the Action, 
his whole Army was foon routed, and put 
to Flight. 

Since this Battle the Turks have noteap- 
peared in the Field againft him, but fuffered 
him for two Years fucceffively to take one 
Place after another, fome by Storm, and , 
others by Capitulation, tifl he had recovered : 
all the Territories they ‘had feized during the 
late Troubles, 

This unexpected Succef, had greatly raifed 
his Reputation, and Volunteers came from 
all Quarters to offer him their’ Service. 
Having compleated a choice Army, he 
marched a fecond Time to befiege Baghdad, 

When 
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When the Siege was pretty far advanced, hé 
received News, that Mahommed Khan Bullu- 
che, one of his Generals, had rebelled, and 
proclaimed Shah Thamas King ; that he had 
taken the City of Sézraz, and had an Army 
of 30000 Men, which increafed daily : 
Whereupon Kuli Khan immediately raifed 
the Siege, and marching with all Expedition 
again{t the Rebels, was upon them:when they 
Jéaft expected him. Upon the, firft Report 
of his Troops being near, they marched out 
to attack them, imagining it was only a 
{mall Detachment under the Command of 
one of his Officers, but they had not advanc- 
cd above 20 Miles before they met him at 
thee Head of his Van-Guard, which con- 
filted of 12000 Men. Mabommed Khar 
Baliuche being overjoyed to find him attended 
by fo few, told his Officers, that Fortune 
had delivered T; bames Kuli Khan into theit 
Hands; that they might eafily defeat him, 
before he could have any Succours, as his 
main Army was a Days Journey behind: 
But when they approached each other, and 
heard Auk Kben thundering out his Or- 
ders, they were ftruck with fuch a Panick, 
that they fled, without fuftaining his firft 

Attack, 
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Attack. Mahommed Kban Baltuche, who 
was perfonally brave, havin? fmzled out 
Kult Khan, rode full Speed towards him’ 
being repulfed,, he fought his Way back 
again, and intended to makehis Efcape, by 
croflitg the Gulf of Perfia inan “Arab Veficl ; 
but thofe treacherous People feized him, 
and, in hopes of a Reward, carried higi to 
Thamas Kids Khan, who fent him to Prifon, 
in order to ferce him into a Confeffion of his 
Accomplices, and what Treafure and Effects 
he had. In this he was difappointed, for the 
Moment Mahommed Khan Balluche was \eft 
alone, he hatiged. himfelf. They could find 
no Papers that gave any Account of the Per- 
fons he correfponded with, or where his Effééts 
(which were very confiderable) had been de- 
pofited. Thusended this brave Man, who 
was defervedly efteemed for feveral good 
Qualities; he was as ggeat (tho’ not fo for- 
tunate) a Soldier, as any m the Ea/?, and judg- 
éd to be the beft Horfematf in Peyfia. 
Yhama’ Kzili Khan ftaid a few Days in Shi- 
raz, beifig employed in putting to Death 
fome of the principal Perfons concerned in 
the Rebellion, and feizing their Effe&s. He 
afterwards returned to Isfahan, where fettling 
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fome Affairs, be fet out for Georgia, and took 
the Capital Tefis by Storm, upon which the 
whcle Country fubmitted to him; from 
thence he marched to Erivan, the Capital of 
Armenia, which having recovered, he after- 
wards took’ Shamekbi by Capitulation, and 
Ganjan by Storm, In the mean Time, hefent a 
Meffenger tothe Rujians to defire them to re- 
linquith Gsdez and.the Silk Countriss, according 
to their Promife, otherwife he fhould be ob- 
liged to pay them a Vilit ; as they had no In- 
clination to enter into a War with him, they 
evacuated all the Places on this Side the Ca/- 
pian Sea, except Derbend and Bachu, which 
he had given up tothem. Upon this he con- 
cluded a firm Peace with them, and not long 
after made a Peace with the Turks, 

Having thus fettled Affairs in Regard to 
thofe two Powers, he fent a general Edict to 
all the Rulers of Provinces, Chiefs of Tribes, 
and Governors of Cities and Towns, com- 
manding them to. meet him on a certain Day 
m the Plains of Cou Mogham, on Pain of 
high Difpleafure. At the Time appointed 
they appeared, to the Number of 6000 and 
upwards, at the faid Place, where they found 
him encamp’d with an Army of 150000 

Men, 
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Men. Thamas Kuli Khan ordering them to 
appear before him, he told them, the Reafon 
of calling them together was to_acodfaim 
them that he had now fubdued all the Ene- 
mies of the Perfian Empire, except the Kan- 
dabae Afghans, whom he was dttermined to 
march againft very foon; that, after he had 
reduced them to Obedience, he intended to 
retire, andeend the Remainder of his Days in 
Peace and Tranquility, unlefs his Country 
fhould again require his Service; that he had 
made Peace with the Zarks and Mu/covites, 
and chaftifed the Lartars, and other Enemies 
on the Frontiers, jin {uch a Manner, that (in 
all Probability) they would remain quiet for 
along Time, fo that it only remained with 
them to elect a King, either Shab Thamas 
their late Sovereign, or any other whom they 
judged the moft capable ; adding that he ex- 
pected their Anfwer in three Days. After 
this he retired to his Tents and gave Orders 
that the faid Affembly {hould be entertained 
at the public Expence, during their Stay in 
the Camp. In the mean Time, Kult Khan's 
Creatures took Care to intimate to the princi- 
pal Perfons, that they ought to compliment 
their Regent and General with an Offer

of the Crown, tho’ at the fame Time, they 
were certains he would not accept of it. 
Ween the Lime was expired, they waited on 
him with an Addrefs ; in which, after fet- 
ting forth the fienal Services he had done to 
his Country, ey bege’d he would sccept 
of the Crown and take the Charge of the 
Empire upon him, and that they (as faithful 
Subjects) would afi him on al Occafions 
with their Lives and Fortunes. . Thamas Kult 
Ahan told them, that he thank’d them for 
the Honour they had done him, which was 
contrary to his Intention in calling them to- 
cether, yet as he look’d upon the Voice of 
the Pcople to be the Voice of God, he mutt 
fubmit to the Cares of a Crown, and {acri- 
fice his own Eafe to the public Good, not 
doubting but (by the Bleffing of the Almigh- 
ty, and their unanimous Concurrence) he 
fhould raife the Perfian Nation to as great a 
Pitch of Glory as any of their former Kings 
haddone. And,.in order to fet out right, and 
have a perfect Undei flanding with ea. he 
fhould require three Things to be tclemnly 
confirmed by them : 
I, Theat they fhould make the Crown 
Hereditary to lus Licirs for ever, 
Il. That 
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TI. That no one, on Pairnsof Death, and 
Confifcation of Effects, fhould prefume to 
take up Arms in Favour of ths Jate Xoyal 
Family, or any Branch thereof, on any Pre- 
tence whatever, nor fo much as mention any 
Thing tending to Rebellion. ° 

III. That, as great Difturbances and Mif- 
chiefs had always arofe between them and 
their Neighbours, the Turks, Indians, and 
Tartars, on Account of the Difference ‘of 
Religion, he defired a Number of the Reli- 
gious of both Sects might affemble to con- 
fider of, and refolve upon, an Uniformity ;

ing the Army~which was accordingly done, and 
Isy gaia found to amount

highly enraBed at this Treatment, anu did 
all they could to ftir up the Army and Peo- 
ple ,againit him; the former, being above 
half Sunnis, only*laughed at theth; and the 
latter, when they confidered that by this 
they were to be eafed of a Part of the Taxes, 
were not diffatisfy’d with it. After this Kul 
Khan fent for the Chiefs of the People, and, 
acquainting them with what he had done, 
told them, if they wanted Priefts, they muft 
provide them at their own Expence; that, 
for his Part, having little Occafion for any, 
he would beat no Charge about them.

This Edict was received with oe joy by 
Numbers of his "Subjects, as many being {e- 
cretly of that Perfwafion, as of the Schia 
eftablifhed Religion; it was particularly agree- 
able to his Soldiers, who being chiefly Sunnis, 
became thereby the more.attach’d to him. 
However impolitic thefe Steps might have 
feem’d at firft, yet it was the only Me- 
thod he could have thought of in order to 
eftablifh himfelf and his Heirs on the Throne 
of Perfia; befides the Advantages i it already 
has and may ftill give him in his future De- 
figns on his Neighbours, who are of the fame 
Religion which he has now eftablifhed in

Shortly after he was elected and proclaim- 
ed King, he went to the City of Kazuin

. After ; he marched with his Army 
to Js sfaban, where he continued fome Time, 
making Preparations for his Expedition to 
Kandabar, WDuring his Stay there, he re- 
ceived the Compliments of the neighbouring 
Powers: The Grand Signor and Mogbol ac- 
knowledged him as Emperor of Perfa, and at 
the fame time congratulated him on having e- - 
ftablifhed the true Orthodox Religion in his 
Empire, and difcouraged the former Herefy. 

In December, 1736, Nadir Shab fet out 
from Jsfaban, with an Army of upwards of 
80000, chiefly Horfe, and marched towards 
Kandabar, by the Way of Carmania, and 
was fhortly after followed by Thamas Khaz 
Vakeel with about 40000 more. 


What happened ‘after this, the Gentleman 
qvbo favoured me with the above Memoirs isa 
Stranger to; excepting that on bis Departure 
from Perfia fo India, which was ia February, 
1736-7, be heard Nadir Shah had -befeged

The fame Gentleman has a i jivoured fe 
with a perjonal Defcription and Charaéter of

Nadir Shab, having fecurely eftablifhed 
himfelf, artd fettled his Affairs in Perfi2, he 
left his SoneReza Kuli Mirza to command 
there, and fet out with his Army towards 
Kandahar.  Hoffein Khan, the Governor 
thereof, having laid up great Stores of Pro- 
vifions and Ammunition, held out for 18 
Months ; at laft, being reduced to Straits, he 
fallied out with his Men, moft of whétt 
died bravely fighting. Hoffezn Khan and his 
Son being taken Prifoners, the Per/ians en- 
tered the Caftle, and took Poffeffion thereof. 

While Nadir Shab was bufy in fecuring 
and fortifying Kandahar, and bringing over 
to him the Zemidars of thofe Parts, Letters 
came from Nizam al Muluck and Saadit Khan, 
inviting him to march towards Hindofan, 
In Anfwer to which, he objected the Diffi- 
culties of getting thro’ the Defiles, paffing the 
great Rivers, and the many Encounters he

the warlike Nations of thofe Parts, the Op- 
pofition hy: ‘mutt expect from Nagir Khan, 

Soubabdar of Cabul, and Zekaria Khan,

Fortune fursmount all thefe) his Fate well de- 
pend on his Succefs againft a powerful Impe- 
tial Army. They {con fatistied him how 
unneccflary his Fears were, and that, before 
he crof’d the ttok*, he fhould have a Proof 
how able they were, and how much inclined 
to facilitate his Paffage. Being encouraged 
by thofe Reprefentations, he fet out with an 
Army of 125,000 Horfe, Kuzzleba/h, Geor- 
gians, Turks, Kborafanis, Balkbis, &c. all 
intired to Fatigues and Hardfhips ; they were 
well provided for this Expedition, and great- 
ly encouraged thereto by the Hopes he gave 
them, of not only enriching themfelves, but 
bringing Wealth aid Glory to their impove- 
rifhed Country, by the Plunder of India, In

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the mean Time, Nyzam al Muluck and Saadit 
Khan wfed all their Endeavours fecretly to 
promote his Intereft, and wrote to Sherzilb 
Khan +-, Governor of the Caftle of Cudul, 
and Nagir Khan, Soubabdar of that Pro- 
vincee (who was a Creature of Khandoran's) 
as alfo to Zekaria Khan, Ruler of the Province 
of Labor, to this Purport: ‘ Nadir Shab, 
‘ being thoroughly informed of the State of

‘jefty and favourite Courtiers employ thcir

. Nadir Shab, having f{ubdued Ghorbund and 
Ghoznavi, and garrifon’d them with his own 
People, came to Cadul and befieged it. Na- 
gir Kban (before his Arrival) had left it, and 
marched to Pes/hor; but Sherzib Khan de- 
fended both the City and Caftle for 6 Weeks 
with the utmoft Bravery, and wrote repeat- 
edly to Nagir Khan, and to Court for Af- 
fiftance ; but none coming, both City and 
Caftle were at laft taken by Storm, and he 
and his Son were put to Death. Nadir Shab 
found Treafure, Jewels, Arms, &c, to a 
great Value, which, fince the Great Moghof 
Babr’s Time, had been fhut up in Vaults.

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the Pez/bkbanna * was ordered out to the Gar- 
dens of Shalimar ; but after it was fent thi- 
ther, to every Body’s Surprize, Khandoran 
came back to the Palace, and delayed the 
March, whereas Nizam feemed to be fot 
haftening it all in his Power. The Emperor's 
8crvants, who knew Khandoran to be attached 
to their Mafter, contrived all the Impedi- 
ments they could. think of, fo that Nadir 
Siab had not only Time to fecure Cabu/, but 
was far advanced in his March to PezfLor +, 
where the 4fghans and Mountaineers very 
much incommoded him, and kept him in 
Play for Seven Weeks; in which Time he 
had a great many Men wounded and killed. 
Seeing there was no forcing the Pafies, with-

ing the main Army behind, with 10,000 
chofen Horfe of Kuzziebafh ||, in feven Days 
he got to Peifhor. Nagin Khan, who with 
7000 Horfg had incamped without the City, 
not imagining he could get through the Paffes 
fo foon, upon hearing of his Approach with 
fo large a Body of Horfe, was greatly per-

it happened, there was no Occafion for them; 
thefe 4 or 5000 having fought obftinately until 
near the Evening, wheh thg Emperor’s Forces 
gaveGround,Saadit Khan, Sheerjing and Khan- 
doran’s youngeft Son, were takén Prifoners ; 
Khandoran, having received feveral mortal

Khandoran and Mazuffer Khan came with their Forces, 
he divided his Men into three Bodies, and at laft routed 
the Moghol’s Army. Saadit Khar’s and Sherjing’s Ele- 
phants getting foul of each other, the Kuzzlebafh fur- 
rounded and took them Prifoners. Khandoran received 
a Bullet in his Arm, and another in his Side -—J/gzuf- 
fer Kban was killed, jumping from his Elephant.—Mir 
Gullou, Shehdad Khan, Akbla: Khan, Eadgar Khan, 
and Khandnan’s eldeft Son were killed.

Side feven principal Officers, and 2500 Men were

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mult and Noife in the Camp, and moft of 
the Tents and Effects of Khandoran, Mazuf- 
fer Khan, Saadit Khan, 8c. were plundered 
by their own People. 

Amidft this Confufion the Emperor went 
towards Nizam al Muluck’s Myircha, win 
was in the Front, and in Conjundtion wit 
the Vizir and other Omras, went without 
the Mourcbas, and drew up their Men¢in a 
Line of Battle, witha Defign to put a Stap 
to the Enemies advancing any farther ; but, 
had not the Night come on, thefe Precauti- 
ons would have ferved them in little Stead, 
and that Day would have put an End to the 
whole affair. About an hour after Sun-fet 
the Emperor returned back to his Tent. 

Several of thofe who efcaped out of the 
Field, as alfo thofe who attended the Bag- 
gage and Carriages, fled towards Debi: ; a 
great many of whom were killed and plun- 
dered in the Way. 

The Camp in fome Plates was very thin 
of Men, infomuch that when ag Midnight, 
the Emperor fent for Nizam al Muluck, the 
Space from his Mourcha to the Emperor's 
Tent (which is about three Quarters of 2 


Cofs) was found entirely empty.

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Nizam al Muluck, Sirbullind Khan, Kum- 
mir odin Khan, and all the other Omras 
that were left, ftaid with the Emperor in 
deep Confultation until near the Morning, 
when each returned to his own Quarters. 
f On the 16th f, finding the Camp fo thin, 

d being apprehenfive of the Kuzzlebafh’s 
attacking them, they contracted the Circuit 
thervof, and their Mourchas into the Compatfs 
requifite to contain the Number of Troops 
they had left, which was the Space between 
the Emperor’s Tent and Nizam's Mourcha, 
and there they ftood under arms the whole 
Day, every Minute expecting the Enemy’s 
Approach. Towards the Evening a {mall 
Tent was pitched for the Emperor, and. all 
the Troops were difpofed of to their refpective 
Pofts, where they continued under Arms the 
whole Night, and their Horfes faddled, with- 
out either Hay or Corn. 

The 17th || alfo paffed in Fear and 
Anxiety. This Day, according to an Order, 
from Nadir Shab, Saadit Khan fent for his 
own Men and Baggage ; fome of them who

went to him, carrying along with them all 

that efcaped being plundered of his Horfes 
and other Effects. Nadir Shab had ordered 

a Tent to be pitched not far from his own 

Quarters, for Saadit Khan, Sherjing, and 
Khandoran’s Son; their Baggage and At- 

tendants he gave a Place to, without his 

Camp ; none durft fo much as come to fee 

them, nor were they allowed to make ufe of 
any of their own Neceffaries. 

On the 18th--, Nizam al Muluck * and 
Azim Alla Khan went to accommodate 
Matters to Nadir Shab’s Camp; after a Stay 
of fix Hours, they returned back ; what they 
might have done there, was kept a Secret. 
Towards the Clofe of the Evening, Khando- 
ran died of the Wounds he had received.

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Health were over, Nadir Shab addrefled 
him thus : 
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‘ It is {trange that you fhould be fo uncon- 
cerned and regardlefs of your own Affairs, 
that notwithftanding I wrote you feveral 
Letters, fent an Ambaffador, and teftified 
a Friendfhip for you, your Minifters 
fhould not think proper to fend me a fatis- 
faStory Anfwer; and by Reafon of your 
Want of Command and Difcipline over 
your own People, one of my Ambafia- 
dors *, contrary to all Laws, has been kil- 
led in your Dominions, 

‘ Even when I entered your Empire, you 
feemed under no Concern for your Affairs, 
nor fo much as fent toafk who I was, or 
what was my Defign. When I advanced 
as far as Labor, none of your People came 
with a Mefiage or Salutation, nay, not with 
an Anfwer to my Salutation to you: Af- 
terwards when yoyr Omras were awaked 
out of their Lethargy and Indolence, they 
prevented all Means of a Reconciliation ; 
and coming tumultuoufly with an Intent 
to {tcp my farther Progrefs, they brought

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themf{elves into one general Snare, without 
having the Forefight to leave any behind, 
who upon an Emergency could make Head, 
and retrieve their Affairs.

Enemy was ftronger, you could not re? 
main within thefe Barricadoes without ei- 
ther Water or Grain ; and if he was weaker, 
‘twas both unneceflary and difgraceful *o 
fufter yourfelves to be befieged by him ; be- 
fides, if you thought lightly of him, and 
imagined him a rafh inconfiderate Man, 
without expofing your own Perfon and Re- 
putation fo much, you ought to have de- 
tached a faithful and experienced Officer, 
who, in a little Time, might have found 
Means to diftrefs and cut him off ; but if 
you dreaded his Experience and Conduct, 
you had ftill the lefs Reafon (after provok- 
ing him thus far) te venture your All at 
one Blow. Even when you had thus en- 
tangled yourfelf, I fent you Offers of an 
Accommodation, but you was fo puffed up 
with your own childifh Conceits, and fool- 
ith Refolutions, that you would not give 
Ear to any honourable Overtures, or con- 

* fult 
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‘ fult your own Intereft, until, at laft, by 
© the Affiftance of the Creator of the World, 
*, and the Strength of the Arms of the vitto- 
‘ rious Warriors, you have feen what has hap- 
‘ pened. Moreover, your Predeceffors were 
“wont to take the * Yeziab from theeInfi- 
@ dels, and you in your Reign have given it 
“to them, having in thefe twenty Years, 
‘ fuffered the Empire to be over-ren by them. 
‘+ But as hitherto the Race of Femur have 
‘not injured or mifbehaved towards the 
‘ Sefi Family, and the People of Perfia, I 
© fhall not take the Empire from you, only 
‘as your Indolence and Pride have obliged 
me to march fo far, and ‘that I have been 
‘ put to an extraordinary Expence, and my 
© Men, on Account of the long Marches, are 
much fatigued, andin Wantof Neceffaries ; 
< I mutt go to Debs, andthere continue fome 
Days, until the Army is refrefhed, and the 
Peijheufh, that Nizam al Muluck has agreed 
to, is made good tome; efter that I fhall 
leave you'to look after your own Affairs.’ 

Mabheumed Shab gave no An{wer during the 
whole Speech, but was fixed in a Silence, 
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* ‘Jeziah is a Poll-Tax levied on all who were not 
Mabhimmedans, efpecially the Aindy’s, 
which 
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which teftified a good deal of Confufion and 
Shame. 

To this Difcourfe, there was none prefent 
but Savead Khan, Bebroz Khan, and Ghazi 
o'din Khan ; towards Evening the Emperor 
returned back to his own Camp, and feveral 
of his officers having reprefented to him! 
that the Banians made the Grain very dear, 
he ordered their Shops to be plundéred, 
which, inffead of mending the Matter, very 
much increafed the Dearth of Provifions. 
On the 21ft*, in the Morning, Nizam al 
Muluck, the Vizir, Azim Allah Khan, and 
Ghazi odin Khan, went to Nadr Shab: 
On their taking Leave to return, Nezam was 
honoured with a Prefent of a Coat, Veit, and 
a Horfe; the Vizir, Azim Allah Khan, and 
Ghazi odin Khan, each witha Coat and Veit; 
at nine o’Clock at Night, they waited on 
Mahommed Shah, and communicated to him 
what had paffed in their Conference, which 
was not made publick, That fame Day the 
Emperor ordered 500 Beldurs to bury the 
Corps of thofe who fell in the Field of Battle, 
the Number of whom were found to be 


17000, allof the Hindoftan Army, and the

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Bodies lay fpread over the Space of feven Cofs ; 
the faid Bel/dars having ftrewed a little Earth 
dn fome of the Carcaffes, returned back. It 
wasreported that 400 of Nagir Shab’s People 
fell in Battle, and that 700 were wounded, 
but of thofe that were killed not one was to 
be feen in the Field, they having buried 
them that fame Night. Of the Hindoffan 
Army, feveral were wounded in fuch a Man- 
nér, that they were not able to ft, nor had 
any the Compaffion to bring them off the 
Field of Battle to be cured, fo that ina little 
Time they expired among the reft of the 
dead Bodies: Three Elephants were alfo 
killed.

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was in a Manner befieged, and no Provifions 
allowed to come to them, nor durft any of 
the Soldiers go without their Mourchas. Iv 
Nadir Shab’s Camp (as they went out a fo- 
raging for 30 or 40 Cofs round) Wheat was 
fold at the rate of 12 Seers for a Rupee. 

The Numbers of thofe killed fince the* 
Battle, on the Roads, and round about the 
Country, by Nadir Shab’s Men, when they 
went out a, Marrauding, amounted to 14 or 
15000 Men. 

On the 22d * Kaffum Beg Khan came from 
Nadir Shah's Camp, and ftayed with Nizam 
al Muluck until the Evening. 

Mir Hoffan Khan (who being wounded 
in the Battle, fet out for Shah fchanabad) 
being afraid of the Dangers upon the Road, 
returned back, and came to the Camp this 
Day. 

On the 23d + the Camp was removed to 
the Side of Karnal, oppafite to Nadir Shab’s 
Army. In their March*the Kuzzlebafh 
Horfemen carried off 27 Elephants, and 25 
Camels, and in the Night Time difcharged 
a great many Guns.

Several of the Kuzz/leba/h being fent againit 
Tamifeer, having plundered the faid Place, 
and flaughtered the Inhabitants, returned 
ewith a great Booty. 

In Mahommed Shah’s Camp, what Grain 
wa$ to be had, was fold from 27 fo 3 Rupees 
per Seer, and whoever went to Nadir Shab’s 
Camp, were allowed to buy as much as they 
confumed there, but not to carry any away. 
About eight o’Clock at Night, the Vizir 
received a Firman (or Order) from Nadir 
Shah, to this Import, ‘ Kemmir o’din Khan

Mifery by a Dofe of Poifon ; or elfe fubmit* 
peaceably to what Terms may be impofed. 
The Emperor’s Inclination (tho’ he did not 
then declare it) was for the laft of thefe. » 
On the 25th * Sirbullind Khan, Mabom- 
med Khan, &c. were ready each with his 
own Men, that in Cafe the Emperor fhould 
make a Puth, they might not be unprepared, 
and if on fubmitting, he fhould go to Nadir 
Shab, and bid them come, they fhould fol- 
low his Fate.

tered the Camp, and pitched a {mall Tent 
for himfelf near the Bargab +, clofe by Saa- 
dit *Kban’s Quarters. 

About nine o’Clock that Morning, Ma- 
hommed Shab (according to an Order) being

-Umbrella, fet out for Nadir Shab’s Camp,

Accordingly they went and feized all ¢hefe 
‘Things, and fent the Emperor’s Son, with 
Maltka al Zumans, and the reft of the Mabl * 
(according to Nadir Shab’s _— to Ma- 
bimmed Shab. 

This Day there were great Diforders and 
Confufion in Mabhommed Shah’s Boungab, in- 
fomuch that a great many Things were plun- 
dered and loft, and feveral out of Fear leav- 
ing their Tents and Effects, ran to and fro, 
looking out for a Corner to fecure their Lives, 
éfpecially the Artz/ans and Servants.

The Effects of Mahommed Shab and, 
the Omras, which were brought, were put

The Wo- 
men are guarded by armed Eunuchs, and fometimes by 
a Body of ‘Soldiers at a Diftance, who if they find any 
Man or Boy in the Way, will kill him, or, at leaft, 
drub him very feverely, and this is called the Kourz.4. 
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Arrow fhot from the other. Mahommed Shab, 
with 40 or 50 of his principal People, and 
about 10,000 Kuzzlebafh Horfemen, and 
2000 Harquebufgrs, followed Nadir Shab at 
a Diftance of one Cofs : On one Side was 
Strbullind Khan, with his own Men and 
Baggage, next him the Men and Baggage of 
Mabhommed Shah; on another Side were the 
Men and Baggage of Nizam al Muluck, °and 
Kummir o'din Khan, and next them Mahon- 
med Khan Bungufh with his Men and Bag- 
gage, each Party feparated by a Diftance 
of and fome 1 Cofs, and between them 
marched Kuzzlebafh Horfemen to prevent 
their joining, and’make each Party march the 
Way that was appointed for them. The 
Compafs of Ground they covered in their 
March, was five Cofs in Length, and three 
in Breadth, and this Method was obferved 
every Day’s March. 

After five Days continual marching they 
came to Sonput ; there were feveral Villages 
in the Way which they not only plundered, 
but likewife killed a great many of the 
Inhabitants, Paniput and Sonput were alfo 
facked, 


" Aa On 
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On Tuefday the 6th of Zelbujh * they 


marched from Sonput, and came to Nirela, 
In the beginning of the Night, Szrbullind 
Khan having feigned’ an Indifpofition, had 
Leave to go “before to the City, and on the 
Morning he arrived at his own Houfe. 

On Wednefday the 7th + Nadir Shab ar- 
rived at the Gardens called Shalimar. 

Ot Thur {day the 8th $, Mabommed Shab, by 
Nadir Shab’s Order, icine feated n a Royal 
Litter, with a Canopy and Umbrella, two 
Standards, about 200 Horfe and Foot of his 
own Scrvauts, and 4000 Kuzzlebaf/b Horfe- 
men entered the Caftle. After which they 
gave hin a Place near Aey/h Mabl§. Nadir 
Shab having heard, that the People of the 
City were of a feditious and turbulent 
Temper, did not care to enter in the 
Night Time. But this Morning, attended 
by 20,000 Forfc, ‘he marched with all the 
Cation imaginable ta the Caftle, leaving the 
reft of his Army chcamped without the City :

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After he had alighted, Mabommed Shah came 
to congratulate him, and they breakfafted 
together, They were in Converfation unfil 
the Evening, dyring which Time Nadir Shah 
behaved with the greateft Complaifance and 
feerging Affection to him. He iffued out 
Orders in the moft peremptory Manner, té 
prevent the Soldiers wronging or infulting any 
of the Ishabitants, and enjoined the Ni/- 
fikhchis, awho have the Infpection of théfe 
Things, to fpare no Punifhments, fuch as 
cutting off Ears and Nofes, and bambooing 
to Death, whoever molefted the Indians; 
for which Reafon, none of the Kuzzleba/h, 
either high or low, durft injure any of the 
Natives; but moft of the People were fo 
frighten’d at the terrible Afpect of thefe Men, 
and the barbarous Figure + thcy made, that 
they avoided (as much as poflible) having 
any Dealings or Converfation with them. 

On the oth ¢ at Night, Naair Shab, hav- 
ing called Saad:t Khan before him, fpoke

with a great deal of Warmth and Paffion in 
Regard to the collecting the Pes/hcufh * Mo- 
rey, and ufed fome hard Words to him. At 
four o’Clock next Morning, Saad:t Khan, 
who had been for fome Time weak and in- 
difpofed, depdrted this life. Some imagine 
he died thro’ Anger for the Ufage he met 
with, and others are of Opinion Jealoufy 
prowked him to take Poifon. __, 

« On Saturday, which was the roth + of 
the Moon, and the Ezd Zohba (or Feaft of 
Sacrifice) after five Ghurris, and thirty 
Pulls +, the Sun entered ries. This Morn- 
ing Sirbullend Khan (being called) went to 
the Cafile, where with Thamas Khan Vakeel, 
Muflapla Khan Arrizbegi, Nizamal Muluck, 
and Kummir o'din Khan, he ftaid the whole 
Day, deliberating on Means for collecting 
the Peifbcufo Money. This Day at Noon 
Thamas Khan had fent nine Nifikbchi Horfe- 
men towards Pabr Gumjh §, to order the 
opening of the ‘Granaries, and fettle the

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Price of the Corn : Being arrived there, they 
caufed them to be opened, and Wheat was 
fold ten Seers for a Rupee: As this Price did 
not turn to the Proprietors Account, towards 
Evening they allembled the Mob *, anda 
great many difaffected Peoplé joining them, 
they killed the abovefaid Nifikbchis, with 
feveral Kuzzlebafh, who had come over to 
buy Corn, After Sun-fet they fpread a Re- 
port that Nadir Shab was taken Prifongr, 
and fome faid he was poifoned, on which 
the Mob and Tumult exceeded all Bounds, 
all the idle Vagabond and difaffected People 
joining from all Quarters, with what Arms 
they could moft, readily find, poured like a 
Torrent towards the Caftle. Of thofe of 
Nadir Shab’s Troops, who were pofted 
without at the Foot thereof, fome retired 
within, and others went towards the Retz +f, 
(which is the Place ’tWixt the Caftle and 
River) and feveral of them were cut off : 
Thofe of the Kuzzteba/b*who had taken up 
their Quarters in Khandoran’s Palace, and

; other 
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other great Houfes, kept aftriét and careful 
Guard the whole Night ; feveral Cannon, 
Harquebufes and Mufquets were difcharged 
from the Caftle and the faid Houfes, to keep 
the Mob at a Diftance ; all this Time they 
were encreafing, and became more and more 
furious: Seyd Neaz Khan, Son-in-Law to 
Kummir odin Khan, had fhut up in a Room 
feveral Nifikbchis (whom he had taken be- 
fere, as a Safeguard to his Houfe) and now 
{ct Fire to it. 

On Sunday the 11th +, about eight 
o’Clock in the Morning, when the Tumult 
wes in its Height, Nadir Shab being highly 
provoked, walked out ofthe Caftle, and 
mounting his Horfe, went from thence to- 
wards Ciandui Chok +, to quell the Mob, 
who were committing great Diforders in that 
Quarter, and in the Way perceiving a great 
many of the Bodies of his own People, who 
had been killed in the Night, he fent a ftrong 
Party to endeavoiir to fupprefs them, and in 
Cafe Threatning and fair Means were in- 
effefual, he licenfed them to cut them off, 
but on no Account to injure others wha were

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not concerned. At firft, they proceeded 
gently, which, inftead of appeafing the Mob, 
made them more bold and infolent, and 
without the leaff Awe, they began to dif- 
charge Fire-Arms, and Arrows, at them. 
Nadig Shab went into the Misid || of Roz/bin 
al Dowlat, which is near the Cwutual’s §° 
Chaboutra * ; the Inhabitants near that M//- 
jid got upen their Terraffes, and begah to 
throw Stanes; and, either from one 6f 
thefe Terraffes, or a Window thereabouts, a 
Mufquet was defignedly thot at Nadzr Shab, 
which miffing him, killed one of his Officers 
who ftood next him: This made him give 
Way to his Paffion, and order a general 
Slaughter to be commenced from that very 
Place ; the Soldiers in an Inftant getting upon 
the Walls and Terraffes, began to plunder 
and kill. This bloody Scene extended from

Places they fet on Fire, and whomfvever they 
found in the Wards and Houfes, Streets, Al- 
leys and Shops, Great and Small, Men and 
Women, they put to the Sword, even the 
Brute Creatures did not efcape their Fury; 
feveral Women were made Prifoners. Loutf 
Ali Khan, the Officer who was appointed to 
flaughter and plunder towards the Square of 
Saad Allah Khan and Debi: Gate, when he 
came as far as Strbullind Khan’s Houte, he, in 
a great Surprize and Fright, came out to meet

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the faid Officer, and reprefenting to him, that 
the People of that Quarter were not to blame, 
he made them defift and ftop his Men, on 
promuifing they fhould pay a Sum of Money. 
But in other Places the Slaughter, Plunder-~ 
ing, and Burning, went on in a moft bar- 
barous Manner. 

Nadir Shab, after he had given the Or. 
ders, retugned back to the Caftle ; aboue two 
o’Clock Mahommed Shab and ee al Mat- 
luck waited on him, who having made great 
Interceffion for the city, the foldiers were 
ordered to defift, and it was proclaimed by 
Beat of Drum, that none of the Inhabitants 
fhould be any longer molefted. 

The Slaughter continued from eight in 
the Morning till three in the Afternoon ; above 
400 Kuzzlebafh were killed, and of the Ci- 
tizens (great and {mall) 120000 were flaugh- 
tered, others computed them 1 50000. What 
Treafure and Effects were plundered, fome 
Nadir Shab had, and a gteat deal was de- 
ftroyed by the Fire. In feveral of the Hindu 
Houfes, where one of a Family furvived, he 
ufed to pile thirty or forty Carcafes a-top of 
one another, and burn them ; and fo they 
did in the Streets, notwithftanding which 

Bb there 
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there {till remained fo many, that, for a con- 
fiderable Time, there was no fuch Thing as 
paffing any of thofe Ways. When the 
Slaughter began, thofe who raifed the Com- 
motion difappeared in an Inftant, and left the 
innocent Shopkeepers, Bazaris, and many 
honeft Families, to be butchered by the en- 
ragéd Kuzzlebafb ; feveral, jealous of their 
Hortour, not only killed their Women, but 
Jaid alfo violent hands upon themfelves ; one 
of thefe unfortunate Wretches in particular, 
when the Soldiers came near his Houfe, 
burnt about twenty Women of his Family, 
and was in Expeétation of their entering eve- 
ry Minute and killing him ;«by Chance they 
miffed that Houfe, but he was fo infatuated, 
that, finding himfelf difappointed, he went 
out, and bringing fome of them back, fhew- 
ed them the Way to his own Houfe, telling 
them there was a good deal of Money and 
Effeéts therein. After they had plundered 
his Houfe, they went their Way without kil- 
ling him, which fo enraged him, that he dif- 
patched himfelf. There were great Num- 
bers of People, efpecially Women and Chil- 
dren, burnt in their Houfes. 


On 
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On Monday the 12th *, the Prifoners, 
efpecially the Women +-, according to Nadir 
Shab’s Orders, were all conduéted back fo 
their own Houfes, but with Eyes full of 
Tears, and in Circumftances not to be de- 
{cribed or uttered, 

On Tuefday the 13tht, a Party, who had 
been formerly detached by Nadir Shab to 
feize the Gannon at the Serai of Roub Allah 
Khan, having been cut off by the People 
there, in Conjunction with thofe of Mog- 
hol Poura, who were chiefly Tartar Moghols, 
a {trong Body was fent over thither, who 
flaughtered between 5 and 6000 of thefe 
People, and brought bound with them about 
300 of thofe belonging to the Ordnance, 
alfo the Hazarris § and head Officers. This 
Day, Scidy Folad Khan received a Khalaet 
on being confirmed Cufual of the City. 
Proclamation was made by Beat of Drum,

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ordering every Body to betake themfelves to 
their feveral Employments, and to be under 
io Apprehenfion of the Soldiers any more. 
A Body of Men was fent to the Granaries at 
Pabr Gunjb, which they fealed up and put 
Guardson ; Saadit Khan's Effects were {ejzed, 

and Nizamal Muluck and Kummir odin Khan 
made a Pei/hcufh of fome Money and Effects 
whith they had given in an Account of, and 
was regiftered in the Lift ; the Effects of 
Khandoran and Mazuffer Khan were likewife 
feized ; the Jewels, Treafure and Goods of 
the former, (not reckoning what he had in 
the Camp) was computed at no more than 
one Crore of Rupees ; but Mazuffer Khan’s 
amounted to very nigh fourCrore. This Day, 
nccording to the S/ahb’s Order, Parties of 
soldiers were planted as Guards all around 
the City to the Banks of the River, and in 
the Retce oppofite to the Caftle, to prevent 
any Perfons going out without Licence, but 
to hinder none from coming in: All thofe 
who were brought bound from the Sera? of 
Rough Allab Khan, had their Heads ,cut off, 
and were thrown into the Retee. 


On 
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On Wednefday the 14th *, a number of 

Fakirs **, wanting to go out of the City, 
with a Defign to travel and beg abroad, the 
Out-Guards cut off their Nofes and Ears, 
and made them return back again. 
* Op Thurfday the 15th +, as the great 
Number of dead Bodies that lay about the 
Caftle, and in the Bazars, and other Places, 
caufed a very offenfive Stench, they pitfied 
moft of the People they met with in the 
Streets, and employedthem in removing the 
Bodies. Some, by tying Cords to the Feet, 
they dragged without the City, fome they 
threw into the River, and thofe whom they 
imagined to be Hindu’s, they piled forty or 
fifty of their Bodies a-top of each other, and 
burnt them with the Timber of the demolifh- 
ed Buildings. 

On Friday the 16th ft, a Firman, exempt- 
ing the Dominions of Perfia from Taxes for 
three Years, was drawn up and difpatched

having a fettltd Pay from Nadir Shab.) 
Nigar Mabommed Khan was {ent with 1000 
KuzzdebafbHorfemen,to bring Saadit Khan’s || 
Treafure from Pourtd, : 

eOn Saturday the 17th}, Sirbulljnd Khan, 
according to an Order, went to the Dirédar, 
where he ftaid until the Evening. Nadir 
Shab let him know, he was pretty well af- 
fured, that under a Pretence of old Age and 
Infirmity, he did not care .to ftir about in 
collecting the Pes/heujh Money and Beavre + 
fioin the People in Offices, Merchants, &c. 
However, his Advice to him was, to behave 
with more Activity in that Affair, and make 
au End of it very foon.

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On Sunday the 18th*, the faid Srrbullind 


Khan went likewife to the Dirbar, where 
were prefent Nizam al Muluck and Kummi? 
odin Khan, and he ftayed there until Noon ; 
Thamas Khan and Muftapha Khan preffing 
them,concerning the Money, Sirbullind Khan 
told Nizam al Muluck as follows: ‘* I have’ 
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a long Time ago forefeen this Difgrace, 
and frequently reprefented to the Emperor, 
that before Things were paft Remedy, Re 
ought to take fome Meafure, and not thro’ 
too much Security, reckon any Accident 
unworthy his Care and Prevention; I de- 
fired him to employ fome experienced and 
faithful Perfort, and to give him full Power, 
that with a Sum of Money and other va- 
luable Things, as a Pesfhcufh, he might 
make up Matters, prevent the impending 
Calamity, and live, as formerly, with the 
Shab in an amicable Manner.

To this Nizam al Muluck made 
no Anfwer. Then Tbamas Khan addreffing 
himfelf to Kummir o'din Khan, repeated to 
him the Subftance of what Nadir Shah, at 
firft Meeting, reproached Mahommed Shab 
with: Afterwards he told him, ‘‘ What is 
e“* paft fhall not be remembered, Now my 
‘© Shab wants the Money, ufe all Means 
“¢ you can to raife it, and bring nq yourfelves 
‘4 into any further Difgrace by being dila- 
** tory.” Sirbullind Khan anfwered, ‘‘ Un- 
‘* doubtedly we will raife it, wherever it is

wealthy People and Inhabitants. Such a 
Sum was not to be raifed out of the King’s * 
Treafury, or the Qmras Effects ; for, in the 
King’s, the Gold and Silver Coins did not 
exceed three Crore§: But, in the inward 
Vaults (which had been fhut up and feal- ° 
ed for many Years, no Body knowing by 
whom they were fealed, or what they c6n- 
tained) there was found of Gold and Silver 
to a much larger Amount than the Money 
in the Treafury. Nizam al Muluck contri- 
buted a Pesfbcufh of 1; Crore || in Jewels, 
Treafure, and Goods, as did alfo Kummir 
odin Khan to the fame Amount. 

Saadtt Khan had formerly agreed to pay 
one Crore * of Rupees, and made good thirty 
Lacks + thereof, which was all that had 
efcaped being plundered; he promifed to 
fend for the Remainder from his Soubah. 

Sirbullind Khan, on Account of his Po- 
verty, was excufed from any’Share, and three 
Crore ¢ of Rupees were appointed to be le- 
vied on fome Manfubdérs, Muttefiddys, Offi- 
cers, and the rich Inhabitants, each in Pro-

eAfter his Death, and the Slaughter and Plun- 
der of the City, this Bufinefs was recom- 
mended to the Care of Strbullind Khan, and 
the other Omas, which Thamas Khan, at this 
« Meeting, prefled them about: Accordingly 
it was now agreed, that Azim Allab Khan, 
Chuck! Ketfhuir, Vakeel of the Soubabdar of 
Bengal, Sceta Ram, and all the Manfubdars 
and Officers of the Chaboutra, &c. fhould 
mect at Sirbullind Khan's Houfe, and make 
an End of this Affair. All Officers, Inha- 
bitants, &c. who were fufpected to be rich, 
were ordered to give in a Lift of what Mo- 
ney or Effects they were Mafters of, to be 
laid before the Shah, that what he liked he 
might take, and what he forgave them they 
might keep; and whoever pleaded Poverty, 
fuch Perfon fhould declare the fame by a 
Whiting under his Hand and Seal, that in 
Cafe it fhould be afterwards proved, that he 
had given én a falfe Account, he might be 
punifhed., 
That Day the People beforementioned 
came to Srrbullind Kban’s Houfe, and hav- 


Ing 
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ing ftaid until the Evening, and enrolled 
fome Names, returned to their own Houfes. 

On Monday the 19th * they all met ther® 
again, and were taken up all that Day in the 
enrolling of Names, and preparing the Lift. 
This,Day Seyd Nedz Khan who, the Night 
before the Slaughter, had fhut up feveral of 
the Kuzzleba/b in a Room, and burnt them) 
was, by Madir Shah's Order, ftrangled With 
a Shaul, and Sheh Soar Khan and Ratbam, 
who in that Night were the Promoters of 
Mifchief, were punifhed likewife. The firft 
had his Head cut off, and the fecond his 
Belly ripped up. 

On Tuefday the 20th +, Sirbullind Khan 
being fent for, went to the Drrdar, where 
he received a Kbalaet of a rich Veft, from 
whence he returned Home to affift Azim 
Allah Khan, and the reft jn the Bufinefs they 
were about, 

On Wednefday the 2.1 ft t, Rebim Beg A- 
min Bafbi, with 200 Hoffemen and Muf- 
queteers, were appointed to be* under the 
Commgnd of S:rbullind Khan, that he might

On Friday the 23d +, Sirbullind Khan, 
Azim Allab Khan, &c. according toan Order, 
met at the Caftle, where was held.a Council 
for afcertaining the Money of the Pei/h- 
cufh. 

There was an Order made,. that Murid 
Khan t, with fifty of Strbullind Khan’s Horfe- 
men, fhould carry a Sirrapob and Firman to 
Sujaat Khan, Soubahdar of Bengal, and to 
take from him the three Years Treafure anda 
Peifbcufh: Accordingly 1000 Rupees || were 
given out of the Shab’s Treafury to Murid 
Khan for his Expences, and 3220 Rupees § 
to the fifty Horfemen for their Charges.

the Son of Kam Bukhjh, and Grandfon of Au- 
ring-zebeo — 

On Tue {day Night + the Marriage was coh- 
fummated. Mabommed Shabmade the young 
Princefs a Prefent of Jewels to the Value of 
50000 Rupees t, andin ready Money 50000] 
more. Some Days after the Marriage, Na- 
dir Shab fent her Jewels to the Value of 
five Lack of Rupees §.~ 

The Council for afcertaining the Pe:/hcufd 
was continually held in the Caftle, near the 
Divan of ‘fufttce, at which affifted Thamas 
Khan, Mujftapha Khan, and Mabommed Shab's 
Omras, until the tenth of Mobirrim * at Noon, 
and during that Time every Body was pre- 
fent at the faid Place from Sunrife to Sun-

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fet. All the Vakeels and Agents of the Man- 
fubddrs, and other Officers, gave conftant 
Attendance, and at night each returned to 
his own Houfe without having a Sentry or 
Guard over them. In thofe Days, and alfo 
afterwards, feveral People finding Affairs go 
hard with them, left their Effects and Fami- 
lies behind, and made their Efcape out of 
the Gity in the beft Manner they could, be- 
ing glad at any Rate to fave their Lives ; fe- 
veral of Mahommed Shab’s Omras were obliged 
to ftay the whole Day in the Caftle, ina mean 
Manner and perpetual Fear, with but one 
Horfe anda few Servants to attend them, and 
at Night they returned to their own Houfes. 
In thefe Days of Mobirrim, no Perfon, 
either of Hindoftan or the Kuzzlebafb, durft 
fo much as mention the Words, Tazia * or 
* Taxia fignihes Mourning, and Matim fignifies 
Death. It is cuftomary with the Schias, to make great 
Lamentations annually for Adortifa Al’s two Sons, 
Imam Hoffan and Iman Flofiin, on the firft ten Days 
of Mobirrim. The former was poifoned by his Wife 
Yoada, at Medina, in the Rhahfhip of Mauvia, on 
Thur fiay the 7th of Sofer, in the soth Year of the He. 
gira. The latter was killed in the Defert of Kirbelz, 
by Shimr,* a Soldier belonging to Jenid, the Son of 
Mauvia, Kkaléf of Syria, on Friday the 10th Mokir- 

vim, in the 61ft Year of the dlsgira, 
Matim, 
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Matim. Some of Nadir Shah's Soldiers, 
who were incamped without the City, hav- 
ing one of thefe Nights made a Noife éf 
Mourning and beating their Breafts, were {e- 
verely punithed by him. During this Time, 
a great many People were very hard prefled 
for their Quota’s of the Pet/hcujb, infomuch 
that feveral, to fave their Credit and Repu- 
tation, killed themfelves. Amongift thé reft, 
Mlim Allah, the adopted. Son of Sczdy Folad 
Khan ; and his Natb, who ated entirely in 
all Things belonging to the Cutuaf's Office, 
having been ill ufed, and publickly difgraced, 
on the fifth of Mobrrim +, cut open his 
own Bowels with his Cuttari}, and died 
{oon after. 

On the 6th |], Miyzk/s Rai, Kummir odin 
Khan's Duan, was {ent for by Thamas Khan, 
who ordered one of his Ears to be cut off in 
his Mafter’s Prefence. Kummir o’din Khan 
was going to intercede for him, which Thamas 
Khan perceiving, he tokf;him, in an angry 
Tone, “* It will be your Turn* by and by,” 
which, prefently filenced him, and Mpls $

| Sirbullind Khan prefing very hard upon the People, 
Kamiab Khan, Relation to Kummur o'din Khan, with 
Arrib Khan, and others, killed themfelves, after paying 
in feveral Lacks ; and the Complaints thereof coming to 
Nadir Shab, Twenty Lacks of Rupees were remitted 
to great Men, who were found indigent. Sherif Kui 
Khan, Son to Khadr al Niffa Begum, and feveral Eunuchs, 
complained to Mabontned Shab of Sirbullind Khan's 

ruining People, ‘and his Exactions, and that he wanted 
Fhree Lacks from him; Mabemmed Shab fent for Abdal 
Baki ban, one of Nadir Shab’s Vizirs, who manages 
Yetwixt them Two, and bid him acquaint his Mafter 
therewith, who fent for Sirbullind Khan, whom he found 
innocent of what was laid to his Charge. 

I ; Kummir 
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Kummer odin Khan, Azim Allah Khan, and 
Mortifa Khan, the Brother of Murid Khan, 
to collect the Money ; he told them, he exe 
pected they would collect the faid three 
Crore *, and pay it in ten Days Time: They 
divided the Sum and Names ito five Parts, 

and had a 1000 Kuzzleba/b Horfemen, 20m 
each, that in Cafe any on their Lift made 
Delays ing paying their Quota, they might 
oblige them thereto by Blows ; So that on 
the roth +at Noon, the faidOmras, with the 
appointed Horfemen, fet about collecting 
the Money: The People, in Refpect to their 
Circumftances, were very unequally taxed, 
for fome who were Mafters of ten Lacks f, 
were only fet down 5000 ||, and others who 
could not mufter 10,000 §, were fet down 
12,000 *. This was not owing either to 
the Favour or IIJ-Will of the Managers, but 
to their own good or bad Luck ; and when 
the Sums were once afcertained, there was no 
Redrefs to be had. Many of them, dur- 
ing the collecting of the Money, werg,

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by bad Ufage, forced to difpatch themfelves, 
and Numbers died of the Blows they re- 
ceived ; thofe who came beft off, had either 
a Leg or an Arm lamed; from Morning to 
Night, nothing was done or thought of, 
but gathering*in this Money, in which no 
«Barbarities were left unpractifed. This fo 
difpirited the Inhabitants, that if one Kuzz/e- 
baflxHorfeman came among 1000 of them, 
he might fafely ufe them with all the Seve- 
rities he pleafed. This Work went on until 
the Day Nadir Shab left the City, when 
near four Crore * were collected from the 
People. Three Crore +, and thirty Lacks of 
Rupees, were paid into Nqdir Shab’s Trea- 
fury, and feventy Lacks ¢t were made away 
with among his Omras, and fome expended 
among the rooo Horfemen; a great deal 
was funk in the undervaluing of Goods, for 
aHorfe worth 500 Rupees ||, was only rated 
at s Tomans §, which is 100 Rupees, and 
Shauls of 50 Rupwes* taken at one Toman, or 
twenty Rupees 4, and Jewelsand other Goods,

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in the fame Proportion: What the Shab took 
was valued in this Manner, and received for 
fo much in the Contribution Account; bue 
what he had no occafion for was fold, and 
the Produce brought to Account, which was 
no Advantage to the Owners of the Goods, 
as there were no Buyers but the Kuzz/ebajh,e 

Since the Day of the general Slaughter, 
wherever any Granaries were, the Auzz/aba/h 
feized them ; this and the Roads being ftopt 
to all Quarters made Wheat 2 Seers a Rupee, 
Rice 13 Seer, and Ghee > Seer: Things 
were at that Rate for about twenty Days; at 
laft, Strbullind Khan and Azim Alla Khan, 
having obtained a Pafs and Licence, fent {e- 
veral Waggons to fetch Corn from Feridabad. 
Whoever had any Carriages, fent them, {e- 
veral of the poor People and Banzans going 
along with them... 

In a little Time Wheat was fold feven 
Seers for a Rupee, but no more Rice than 24 
Seers, and Geer + of a Seer; during this 
Time the Kuzzlebafb Horfemenswere wo 
to goround about Fer:dabad, and other Placa 
marrauding twenty and thirty Cofs each ; 
Way, fpoiling all the Fields, and pluidering 
all the Villages as they went, and killing the 

Ddz Inha- 
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Inhabitants that made any Refiftance. They 
gave their Horfes, Camels, &c, Barley and 
Wheat-Straw inftead of Grafs, and the Peo- 
ple of the City could have neither at any 
Rate, fo that moft of their Cattle died. 

The latter End of Mobirrim *, Dagifb- 
emund Khan (whofe Brother Mullab Alt Ak- 
bar was the Shab’s Mullah Bafhi) was, by 
Nad&r Shah's Recommendation, raifed to the 
Manfub of 7000, with its full Faguir, be- 
fides the Poft of Mahommed Shab’s Khan Sa- 
man§; but a few Days after Nadir Shab’s 
Departure he fell fick, and on the 14th of 
Ribby al Avul + departed this Life. Except- 
ing him, Nadir Shab recommended none 
elfe to the Emperor. 

On Tuc/day the 3d Safer t, all the Omras 
were ordered by Nadir Shab to be prefent at 
Mahommed Shab’s by five o’Clock in the 
Morning, where they put on forty-two Ka- 
lacts, fent thither by Nadir Shab for them. 
The Khalaets foi Nizam al Muluck, Sir- 
tullind Khan, Kummer o’din Khan, and Ma- 
jronemed Khan Bungufh, were:

About eight in the Morning, Mahommed 
Shah, feated in’a Royal Litter, with a Cano- 
py, Umbrella, and one led Litter, with feve- 
ral of the Omras, went towards the Gene- 
ral Divan, the Omras being mounted at a 
fmal] Diftance behind him ; when they came 
near the General Divan, the Emperor or- 
dered Saad o’'din Khan to let none but the 
Head Omras, and a fewof the Chief Man- 
fubdérs go further. At the Door of ‘he 
General Divan all the Omras alighted, afd 
followed on Foot to the Door of the privat 
Divan, where Nadir Shab was; there the 
Emperor came off his Royal Litter, and went

breakfafted together, and the Omras like- 
wife had Breakfaft given them. A little af- 
ter, the following Things were brought in 
for Mabhommed Shab:

You ought to be 
well acquainted with the Merits of each, 

their Name, their Family, and Nation, 

not allgwing any of them, Officerse Sol- 
diers,,or others, to be idle or unadteve. 
When an Occafion may require, detach 
a fuficient Number, under the Command 
of one, whom you can truft for Condudt, 
Courage, and Fidelity, and when that 
Bufinefs is oyer, recal them immediately, 
not letting any Perfon {tay too long inCom- 
mand, for Fear of bad Confequences. You 
are more particularly to beware of Nizam 
al Muluck, whom, by his Conduct, I find 
to be full of Cunning, and Self-interefted, 
and more ambitious than becomes a Subject.’ 


Mabhommed Shab knowing thefe Advices pro- 
ceeded from Good-will, was very thankful, 


defired him, as his Empire depended on

Poft to thofe whom you think moft worthy, 
and fhould they or any of them rebel, 
upon the firft Advice, I'll fend »Perfon to 
chaftife them ; if it be neceflary,. I'll fend 
Forces; or, on Occafion, I can be with 
you myfelf in forty Days, from Khandabar ; 
but upon all Events don’t reckon me far

After this, Mahommed Shab taking Leave, 
returned back to Aey/h Mehl, from whence 
he gave the Omras leave to go Home. 

On Wednefday the 4th *, Nadtr Shab fent 
for Nizam al Mulugh, Strbullind Khan, and 
the other Omras, and having enjoined them 
Obedience to Mahommned Shab, and threat-

them, and even thofe Slaves and Wives not 
to be carried away if in the leaft contrary to 
their own Inclinations; and that whoever 
fhould tranfgrefs any of thefe Orders fhould 
forfes both his Life and Eftate. | 

eUpon this almoft all who were married in 
Deblt {ent back their Wives on finding them 
unwilling to leave their Native Country, on- 
ly a few of the Chief Commanders and Of- 
ficers, by the mildeft Means and Intreaties, 
prevailed on fome to feem contented to go; 
which Nadir Shah, after fome Day’s March, 
being informed of, he ordered them all to 
be immediately fent back. 

On Saturday the 7th§, Nadir Shab mov- 
ed to Shalimdr, and gave pofitive Orders, 
that all the Soldiers flrould quit the City that 
Day. 

On Sunaay *, before his March from 
thefe Gardens, he ordered his Army to be 
muftered ; and it was reported to him, that 


§ May 5, 1739. * May 6, 1739. 
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400 Soldiers and Servants had deferted. Thé 
Shah ordered Scidy Folad Khan, the Cutual, 
to find out thofe People, and fend them with 
a Guard to the Army, and commanded {e- 
veral of the Nifikbchis and Rikas likewife to 
afig. The Cutual, after great Search, found 
about fixty, and fent them away with a Pate 
ty of his own Horfe and fome Nifikhelis ; 
they reaghed the Army near Serdind, Where 
the Shah ordered all their Heads to be cutoff. 
In the mean Time, Sczdy Folad Khan, hav- 
ing feized feveral more of thofe Deferters, 
he was going to fend them alfo; but on hear- 
ing how the others were treated, he waited 
on the Emperos, and reprefented the Mat- 
ter to him, Mahomed Shab faid: ‘ He'll 
* certainly kill thefe poor Wretches alfo, if 
they are fent ; why fhould we be acceflary 
to fo much innocent Blood? Let them ga 

wherever they pleafe,’ 
Nadir Shab, by continual Marches, ar- 
rived near Labor, and we are informed, that 
he plundered and killed the Péople of Tan- 
nifer, and feveral other Villages, The Oc- 
cafion of which was thus: The Army 
conftantly fending out Parties to forage, 
and bring Corn and other Neceffaries ; the 
Ee 2 Country 
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Sountry People, who ufed to watch thefe 
Opportunities, attacked the Stragglers, and 
killed and plundered them of their Horfes, 
and what elfe they had; in the Night-time 
alfo they were very troublefom, and ftole 
whatever they could come at, which very 
rauch enraged the Sha, having loft above a 
thoufand Mules, Camels and Yadous before he 
got ws far as Lahor. It was reported, that 
Nadir Shab, having called the Zsmdar of 
Karnal (which is the Place where he got his 
Victory) gave him 5000 Rupees towards peo- 
pling a Village on the fame Spot he incamp- 
ed, and directed him to give it the Name of 
1? atte abad |. 

Some Days before he left Debhi, he fent 
Part of his Army before to Labor ; when 
they approached the Place, and Zekaria 
Khan was apprized ,thereof, he called toge- 
ther all the great Men, Merchants, Serafs *, 
and wealthy People of the City. At their 
Mecting it was agreed, that the Ahan and 
they fhould ‘go out of the City, and fend a 
Me(lage to the Commanding Officer, in thefe

On Tuefday, the 10th t, Sirbullind Khan, 
having placed Guards about the Caftle, com- 
manded as Chief Officer for that Day: 
Next Day, he was ordered to come off, and 
to mount Guard only on Mohkdays. After 
going,from the Caftle, he went to fee Nizam 
al Muluck, who happening to be in Kummir 
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/¢ din Khan's Houle, he had an Opportunity of 
_, vifiting both, and then returned to his own 
Houte. 

Until this Day, a great many of the Bodies 
killed on the Day of the general Maffacre, 
lay putrified in fome of the Streets and 
Bazar. 

On Thurfday, the 12th |}, in the Morning, 
Azim Allah Khan, and in the Aéternoon, 
Kuamir odin Khan, went to vifit Serbullind 
Khan. 

On Sunday, the 15th *, the Emperor 
came from Aefh Medi, to the General Divan, 
where he fat four Garris §, during which 
Time, the Omras came to pay their Obei- 
fance, making their Prefents at the fame 
Time. Nizam al Muluck, on returning 
from the Caftle, went to S:rdullind Kban’s 
Houfe; for fince Nigam al Muluck’s coming 
from Deccan, until the 11th Inftant, neither 
of them had been to vifit each other. 

On Friday, the 2 oth +, Emir Khan was

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, ment, could not in the leaft awaken out of 
the heavy Sleep of Security, and Lethargy 
of Indolence, thofe People, who were fo 
much intoxicated with the Wine of Pride, 
and Self-conceit. They all agreed in a ge- 
neral Iil-will to each other, and their whole 
‘Falk and Converfation was full of Envy and 
Detraction. 

Ofsthe Buildings that were in Part demo- 
lifhed, and damaged, in the Day of the gene- 
ral Maffacre, fome that fuffered leaft, are in- 
habited again, and the reft remain defert ; 
which, if not begun to be repaired before 
the Rains fet in, will be quite deftroyed., 

The Inhabitants, from the Terror of this 
Calamity, like People poffefs’d, and in Fits, 
are quite ftupified, and not yet come to 
themfelves, and what is ftll more ftrange, 
(notwithftanding thg Opprefiions and Dif- 
grace, the People of this Empire have 
met with, fince Nagir Shab’s Departure) 
the indecent Exprefiions, and beaftly Actions 
of his Soldiers, are the conftant Subjects of 
Difcourfe, in all Companies, related with a 
feeming Satisfaction and Pleafure, and by 
Way of Jeft and Drollery; not being in 
the leaft affected with a Reflection on 

I their 
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their paft Difgrace and Misfortunes; but, 


on the contrary, feemed forry for his going 
away, excepting Sirbullind Kban, who, thrée 
Years ago, forefaw this Calamity, and retired 
from public Bufinefs, dreading the Confe- 
quence of Affairs being managed by fuch 
Omras as then bore Sway: His being an In- 
ftrument in collecting the Pei/hcufh was in- 
voluntary’ and much contrary to his fncli- 
nations, im which he help’d and favoured fe- 
veral People as much as lay in his Power, and 
that in fo private a Manner, that they them- 
felves knew not who affifted them: But hy- 
pocritical and ignorant Perfons, who had 
neither Will or Power to affift thofe People, 
gave their Tongues tob much Liberty in com- 
plaining of him: However, I refer this in- 
nocent Man’s Character to the following 
Aralic Vertes : :

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When after the Battle, Nadir Shab had 
fent for Mabommed Shab and his Boungab to 
dhisCamp, one of his Omras reprefented to 
him, that in the Hindoffan Camp there were 
100,000 Horfes and a great many Camels, 
and as thofe People had, by his Clemency, re- 

ceived Quarter, fhould he order what Ca- 
mels and Horfes were fit for the Royal Sta- 
bles to be feized for his Ufe, it would not be 
fe great a Hardfhip upon them, To which 
the Shab an{wered : ‘ I have given thefe Peo- 
‘ ple Quarter in all Refpects; befides, the 
‘ Bread of Soldiers depends on their Horfes, 
‘ moft of them are in wretched and indigent 
« Circumftances; fhould they lofetheirHorfes, 
‘ they and their Families would be reduced 
‘ to Beggary and Starving. It would be far 
‘ from Humanity to treat them ill, now they 
‘are at our Mercy’; therefore don’t moleft 
© or infult them on any Account.’ 

Mahommed Khan Bungujb had, for a long 
Time, been in FxpeCtation of the Soubabdari 
of Alebabad, efpecially after Nadir Shab's 
Departure ; but not finding he was likely to 
fucceed, on the 27 th of Safer*, he made off, 
and went towards hisown Zemidari, In his

After fome Days, Al; Hamed Khan, Als

Hours of Retirement among the Ladies are 
but few, feldom entering their Apartments 
kefore Eleven or Twelve at Night, and is 
up and in Public by Five in the Morning. 
His Diet is fimple, chiefly Pillaw and plain 
Difhes ; and, if public Affairs require hig At- 
tendance, he neglects his Meals, and fatisfies 
his Hunger with a few parched Peafe (of 
which he always carries fome in hts Pockets) 
ané a Draught of Water. In the Camp, or 
in the City, he is almoft conftantly in Pub- 
lic, and if not, he may be fent to, or 
fpoke with by any Perfon. He mufters, 
pays and cloaths his Army himfelf, and 
will not fuffer any Perquifites to be taken from 
the Soldiers by his Officers, on any Pretence 
whatever.

Monthly, tranfenits kis Journal by a fepa- 
rate Conveyance whenever he thinks pro- 
pet, without permitting the Governor to pe~ 
rufe it; he has no fettled Salary or Gratuity 
for his Trouble, but is rewarded or punished 
pitas Nadr Shab finds he deferves. This 
extraordinary Caution in a great Meafure pre- 
vents the Governor’s oppreffing the People, or 
entering Into any Confpiracies or Rebélions 
aganft him. [¥1¢ is extremely generous, 
particularly to his Soldiers, and bountifully 
rewards all in his Service, who behave well. 
He is, at the fame Time, very fevere and 
ftrict in his Difcipline, punifhing with Death 
thofe who commit a great Offence; and 
with the Lofs of their Ears, thofe whofe 
Tranfgrefhons are of a flighterNature ; he ne- 
ver pardons the Guilty of what Rank foever, 
and is highly difpleafed, if,after he has through- 
ly examined the Affair, any Perfon pre- 
fumes to intercede in their Behalf, before 
which they may give their Setziments with 
Freedom. 

When on a March, or in the Field, he con- 
tents himfelf to eat, drink, and fleep like a 
common Soldier, and enures all his Officers 
to the fame fevere Dicipline. He is of fo hardy 

a Con- 
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a Conttitution, that he has been often known, 
of a frofty Night to repofe himfelf upon the 
Ground in the open Air, wrapt up in his 
Cloak, with only a Saddle for his Pillow, 
efpecially when, upon an extraordinary En- 
terprize which required Expedition, hee has 
been obliged to out-march his Baggage, by 
which Means he has fallen upon the Enemy 
whert they leaft expected him. He is never 
happy but when in the Field, and laments 
the Time he is obliged to ftay in a City to 
refrefh his Troops, in which (as in all Things 
elfe) he ufes the utmoft Difpatch. His 
Meals are over in lefs than Half an Hour, af- 
ter which he returns to Bufinefs; fo that the 
Servants who attend him ftanding are chang- 
ed three or four Times a Day. He never in- 
dulges himfelf in any Kind of Pleafure in the 
Day-time, but conftantly at Sun-fet retires to 
a private Apartment; where, unbending him- 
felf at once from Befiness, he fups with three 
or four Favourites, and drinks a Quart, or 
at moft three Pints of Wine, behaving all the 
Time in the freeft and moft facetious Man- 
ner. In this private Converfation no Perfon 
is allowed to mention any Thing relating to 
public Bufinefs; nor, at other Times, muft 
they 
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they prefume, upon this Intimacy to behave 
with more Familiarity than their Equals, 
Two of his Evening-Companions happening 
to tranfgrefs in that Point, by taking the Li- 
berty to advife him in Public, he imme- 
dately ordered them to be ftrangled, faying: 
“ Such Fools were not fit to live, who could 
“not diftinguifh between Nadir Shab and 
‘ Nadir Kul: He has been very kiad to 
thofe who pleafe him in private Converfatéon, 
and behave with a becoming Decency and 
Deference in Public, where they are taken 
no more Notice of, nor have they any more 
Influence over him thanothersof the fameRank. 

His Mother, *who was living in the Year 
1737, (at the Requéft of fome who were at- 
tached to the Royal Family) intreated Nadir 
Shah, fome Time after he had feized thé 
King, to reftore him, fot doubting but his 
Majefty would make him fufficient Amends, 
by creating him Generaliimo for Life. He 
afk’d her ‘ whether fhe feallygthought {07 
She told him, ‘ Shedid.’ Upon which he 
{mil'd and faid, ‘ If I was an old Woman, 
‘ perhaps I might be inclined to think fo too, 
‘ and defired her to give herfelf no Trouble 


* about State Affairs.’ 
He 
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. le was married to Shah Thamas's Aunt, 
the youngeft Suter of Shab Sultan Hufesn, 
by whom, heard, he had one Daughter. He 
has feveral young Children by his Concubines, 
and two Sons by a Woman he married in bis 
Obfcurity. The Eldeft, Reza Kuk Mirza, 
is about twenty-five Years of Age. He was 
trained up from his Childhood in the Army, 
whese froma Sudalterx he has been gradually ad- 
vanced to the Rank of a General,and appoint- 
ed Vice-Roy of Perfia, during his Father's 
Expedition to India. The fecond Son Ne/r 
Allah Mirza, who is about twenty-one Years 
of Age, is nominal Governor of Mu/bad and 
the Province of Kbora/an, having a Perfon to 
direct and manage for him. 

His eldeft Son, when he ranked as a Lieu- 
tenant, had only that Pay to fubfift on, and 
in all other Stations had no more than his 
Commiffion entitled him to. His Father re- 
garded him no morg than he did the other 
Officers, and pernntted him to afiociate with 
them, giving him to know, that if he was 
guilty of any Crime or Breach of Duty, he 
fhould be punithed with as great Rigour as 
any of the reft. On his behaving well he 
not only promoted him, but increafed his Pa- 

ternal 
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ternal Affection for him. ‘They who knew 
the young Man (for I never faw him) judge 
he’ll make full as great a Figure in the World 
as his Father; having given fignal Proofs of 
his Courage and Conduct in feveral Battles, 

and of his great Abilities in ether Refpects 
whilé Nadir Shab was in India. By my pri. 
vate Advices from thence I’m inform’d, that 
he govern’d the Empire with great Skill, and 
kept every Thing quiet and eafy until his Fa- 
ther’s Return. 

Among Nadir Shab’s extraordinary Facul- 
ties, his Memory is not the leaft to be ad- 
mired, there being few Things of Moment 
that he ever faid or did, but what he remem- 
bers ; and can readily call all the principal 
Officers in his numerous Army by their Names, 
He knows moft of the private Men who 
have ferved under him ,any Time, and can 
recollect when and for what he punished and 
rewarded any of them., Hic dictates to one 
or two Secretaries, and Aves Orders about 

rother Affairs at the fame Time, “with all the 
Regularity and Promptnefs imaginable. 

In Time of Action, I’m told, he ts equally 
furprifing, it being fcarce credible how quick 
he is in difcerning the Odds on either Side, 

. Hh and 
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and how attive in fuccouring his Troops. If 
any of his General Officers give Ground with- 
qut being greatly over-powered, he rides up 
and kills him with a Battle-ax (which he al- 
ways carries in his Hand) and then gives the 
Command to the next in Rank. In all the 
Ratties, Skirmifhes, and Sieges he has been 
engaged in (altho’ he generally charges at the 
Head of his Troops) he never received the 
Jeaft Wound or Scar, and yet feveral Horfes 
have been fhot under him, and Bullets have 
vrazed on his Armour. 

I could relate many other remarkable 
Things that I have feen and heard of this great 
Hero, whofe Actions already are fufficient 
+ to convince the World, .that few Ages hawe 
produced his Equal. As he has performed 
fuch Wonders when he had hardly Money 
or Men, what may we not expect from him 
now he is poilets’d of fo immenfe a Treafure? 
Tis probable he may live thirty Years longer ; 
and in that Space of Time, if his Defigns are 
attended with the fame Succefs he has hither- 
to met with, to what Pitch of Grandeur may 
not a Man of ;his unbounded Ambition and 
Courage arrive at?

As this lat- 
ter had too many Arabic Verfes, and obfolete 
Phrafes init; Molana Ah bew Hoffein Vaez, at 
the Requeft of Emir Sobél, Keeper of the Seals 
to Sultan Hoffein Mirza, put it into a more 
modern Stile, and gave it the title of Anuar 
Sobel: 
In the Year 1002, the Great Moghol Jalal o° din 
Mabommed Akbar ordered his own Secretary 
and Vizir, the Learned Abul Fazl, to illuftrate 
the obfcure Paflages, abridge the long Digref- 
fions, and pitt itinto fuch a Stileas would be 
moft familiar to all Capacities, which he ac- 
cordingly did, and gave it the Name of Ayar 
Danifh, of the Criterion of Wifdom. °
